In Memoriam 


' Edwin Collamore Earl S. Grant 


Bremen lost two citizens in the past year who long were very active in the town 
government and in its political activities. The first to go, after a courageous six-year 
struggle, was Edwin Collamore, former selectman and a Democrat who, for many 
years, was most responsible for keeping the two party system alive in Bremen. 

Second, and most recently, was Earl S. Grant, one of Bremen’s foremost older 
citizens. Also, a former selectman, Grant brought statewide attention to Bremen in 1948 
when he was the Democratic nominee for Governor. He ran unsuccessfully against 
Frederick G. Payne of Waldoboro who, incidentally, has asummer home in Bremen. 

Both Earl and Edwin were long-time supporters of the Democratic Party in Maine, 
and Edwin served as chairman of the Lincoln County Democratic Committee. Both 
men participated in the early efforts of Senator Edmund Muskie to attain, first, the 
Governorship, and second, his Senatorial post. Edwin remained a rooter for Senator 
Muskie through the lean and the fat years. When bedridden and partially paralyzed, 
Edwin seldom failed to tell visitors, ‘‘Senator Muskie will put Maine on the map when 
he’s president.”’ 

Edwin first succeeded in a town election in 1953 when he was elected third selec- 
tman. Although he failed in his next effort, he persistently kept visiting various homes 
in all sections of the town, softly imparting his wisdom on town affairs. He also was a 
good listener and kept up to date on the suggestions and problems of various residents 
and non-residents. Meanwhile, he demonstrated a certain humility, typical of the man. 
He kept serving the town, which played such an important part in his life, by serving 
with the fire department and as town constable, a position often refused by others. 

In 1960, he again served as third selectman and he moved up to second selectman in 
1961 and 1962. Once again he was relegated to unofficial activity but the citizens had 
come to recognize his knowledge and usually he could be found serving on the budget 
committee.

In 1965, and again in 1966, Edwin served as first selectman. It may have been in 
this period that he first complained of back ailments and tiredness. Fresh in their 
recollections of the barrels of clams this strong man had dug over a long period of time, 
most friends were apt to ignore or overlook his complaints. As time went on, Edwin’s 
body had to surrender to his illness but his spirit remained staunch and few can forget 
the last town meeting he attended on his own insistence despite the fact he had to be 
helped up and down the stairs. 

Earl Grant was a formally educated man who headed a business school in Portland 
before his retirement. He first served the town officially in 1959 when he was third 
selectman. He, too, kept in touch and his contributions to town affairs were recognized 
by voters and electees who usually saw fit to keep him on the budget committee. In 
1963, Earl became first selectman. Like Edwin, he kept the town running smoothly with 
a minimum of fuss. Notable among his achievements were the improvement of Heath 
Road, which resulted in more real estate development and more worthwhile taxable 
property. When informed that state maps showed Hungry Island as a part of Bremen, 
Earl went to Augusta and initiated the effort to have Hungry Island returned to 
Bremen’s tax rolls. Only legend could explain how Hungry Island had been forgotten. 
Despite the fact all evidence Supported Earl’s claim, greater powers and influence 
prevailed. 

Earl had one talent seldom enjoyed by other selectmen. It wasn’t always what he said 
that counted as much as the fact that words from Earl’s mouth sounded so much better. 
He was an old-style politician which suited his age and era. He used his powers of 
oration convincingly. 

In another area most typical of the politicians of another time, Earl kept a sym- 
pathetic ear to the problems of the less fortunate or the less discreet citizens. There are 
many who called upon Earl in time of need or temporary set-backs and he is known to 
have paid or raised the money for fines due at the Wiscasset Courthouse. 

Both men battled hard for their ideas and their positions. Even those who often 
opposed them recognize their contributions to “keeping the town alive’ and agree they 
will be missed.

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Notice to Taxpayers 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and comply 
with them. 


Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 


‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notification 
in some public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways 
as the Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of all their estates real and personal, not by 
law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first 
day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, 
does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’ 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application and 
documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1. 


Note: It is particularly important that taxpayers file with the 
assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer does not file the 
requested list, he loses his right to any appeal from assessed values. A 
tearout page is included in the back of this report for your con- 
veiience in filing this list with the Assessors.

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Selectmen’s Report 


The selectmen wish to call your attention to several matters which 
have demanded attention this year and which may continue to do so. 

Roads: A transfer of money from State Aid Construction to the 
Town Road Improvement Account permitted the upgrading of several 
substandard town roads, including a virtual rebuilding of the Rial 
Herald Road. This operation was carried out at a cost of $7,068.00 
leaving a balance of $95.91. 

Hot topping operations were continued on the Turner Road and 
were funded from federal revenue sharing and town excise money. 
The State has expressed its intention to hot top the entire Biscay Road 
this year, from Route 32 to Route 1. 

It is hoped in the future to transfer State Aid units to the northern 
end of the Shore Road. Tarring projects for 1977 will commence when 
the areas of greatest need are clearly identified and agreed on. 

Revaluation: The Portland firm of Patten Apprasial Associates, 
Inc. has completed measurement and listing of all residences, and 
clerical work on the project is fifty percent complete. Call backs and a 
final review will take place in March and April; at that time, 
notification of areas in which call backs occur will be listed in the local 
papers. Land values will be set in March. In May, well before the 
scheduled June 1 completion date, informal hearings will be arranged. 

Town Wharf: On behalf of all Bremen residents and taxpayers, 
the selectmen wish to offer gracious thanks to Elizabeth Noyce and 
Rivington Pyne for their generous donation of floats for the dock. 
The dock itself was completed this year by Prock Marine. The old 
wharf had previously been razed by a force of volunteer workers; 
estimated savings to the town run to $2,500.00. 

Solid Waste Disposal: Bremen’s existing agreement with the 
Damariscotta Selectmen regarding use of the Damariscotta dump will 
be radically affected this year; State regulations will force the end of 
trash burning and require initiation of the practice of sanitary landfill. 
Bremen’s share in conducting this operation will be $5,000.00 -- a 
sizeable increase, but still a fraction of the cost of establishing our 
own disposal system. 

The selectmen are grateful to all Bremen citizens for their support 
and help during this year and offer special thanks to numerous in- 
dividuals for cooperation on particular projects.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


The Bremen School Department budget is now operating on a 
fiscal year as mandated by state law beginning July 1 and ending June 
30. The town year begins Janaury 1 and ends December 31. Con- 
sequently, school budget information for the next sxhool fiscal year 
normally presented in the annual town report is excluded beginning 
with this year’s report. Revenues and needed information provided 
school districts will not be available from the state in time for the 
March town meeting. Budget information related to the 1977-78 
school budget will be reviewed at a special town meeting later in the 
spring. As soon as the school budget figures are determined by the 
school committee and reviewed by the town budget committee, data 
and material will be mailed to all residents. This will be done at least a 
week in advance of the special town meeting. 

We are fortunate to have the services of Title I staff who offer 
_ individual tutoring in reading and math to students experiencing 
difficulty in these areas. This program is funded totally with federal 
funds and is approved on a year to year basis. 

The special education program, which is state mandated, with 90% 
reimbursed expenses, is one which offers handicapped students op- 
portunities to learn and be successful. The handicaps of special 
education students are many and varied. Through special education 
we are able to place children in situations that provide for their in- 
dividual learning styles. A Pupil Evaluation Team made up of staff 
members plans the educational programs for the youngsters. This 
team includes the classroom teacher, special education personnel and 
the school administration. It most often includes the parents of the 
child. 

The Longfellow program centers around eight children from School 
Union #74. Bristol has one child; Nobleboro, three; Great Salt Bay, 
two; and Bremen, two. Sending districts pay the expenses incurred for 
the operation of the program at Longfellow. Bristol with one child 
attending pays 12.5% of the program cost. Nobleboro, 37.5%) 
Bremen, 25%; and Great Salt BAY, 25%. 

The program at Longfellow is considered one of the finest of its 
kind in the state. You are welcome to visit at anytime. 

Needless to say, the times are difficult. School funding continues to 
dominate local school issues. After three years, the Funding law has. 
not yet stabilized. As taxes go up, people are frustrated. The finance 
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law has been difficult to explain and to understand. In the months 
ahead your participation and informed judgments will be needed, and 
needed more than ever before. I urge you to become involved and find 
out first hand why what is happening is happening. Visit your school. 
Talk with your teachers, principal, superintendent, school board 
members, legislators. Your opinions are important and your personal 
involvement will bring forth decisions that reflect more clearly your 
views as a parent and/or taxpayer of Bremen. 
I thank you for your present and continued support.

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Volunteer Fire Department Report 


To the Citizens of Bremen: 

It is my pleasure to submit to you a report of the activities of the 
B.V.F.D. for the year 1976. 

The Dry Hydrant was installed at the waterhole of Herbert 
Morang to give us a water supply to pump from for the Broad Cove 
area. The digging and back filling of the trench was done by Chester 
Rice of Damariscotta at no cost to the Department or Town. At the 
same time we did the Dry Hydrant, we put in a water line between the 
Town House well and the firehouse.

Last spring we purchased a new 24 inch portable pump with the 
money from the 1975 supper. On Christmas morning we had a fire 
where the portable pump proved to be a great asset to the Department 
and Town. We had a location which we couldn’t get into with our 
regular truck. We were able to get our 6 x 6 tank truck in and a four- 
wheel drive vehicle with the portable pump. We pumped most of the 
day, and the pump and our 2'%”’ hose performed just fine. I would 
like to thank all who gave up their Christmas day to help put out the 
fire at the Jane Kenworthy residence.

During 1976 the library’s services to the residents of Bremen have 
again expanded. Book circulation and library attendance have in- 
creased, with classes from the school continuing to use the library 
during school hours. A six-member Book Selection Committee, which 
was formed in the spring, meets regularly. Among its purchases this 
year was a large number of juvenile books desired by the school, but 
which could not be included in its budget. Numerous gifts to the 
library included a collection of more than forty books on Natural 
Science, donated by the Audubon Camp. The library’s book 
collection is being augmented by books loaned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Kaler for general circulation. Volunteers give many hours 
each week cataloguing books, filing, and helping in various ways. 

The library’s second floor room is available for town activities. The 
Patriotic Club held a cribbage tournament during the winter; the Civic 
Club presented a silhouette artist in June; in the fall, the local 4-H 
Club began holding regular monthly meetings in this room. 

From January to April, Friends of the Library conducted a 
Saturday morning movie and story hour for children, which was very 
successful. In the fall, the School-Library coordinating Committee 
arranged for the library to obtain films requested by the school this 
winter. In connection with the town’s Bicentennial celebration, 
Friends helped the school children create a diorama of early Bremen. 
Volunteers assist once a week when the largest class of school children 
visit the library. 7 

While the library’s income from investments is sufficient to cover 
basic operating costs, the money for book and periodical acquisitions, 
supplies, services to the community and the school, children’s 
programs, and so forth, must be found elsewhere. The library held 
four fund-raising events during 1976: a plant sale, a used book sale, an 
Audubon Society lecture on puffins, and the Blueberry Breakfast. The 
trustees ask that the town continue its annual appropriation of $300. 
to assist the library with its growing services to Bremen. 

The library is open every Wednesday and Saturday afternoon 
(except for major holidays and snowstorms) and has been open 
Monday afternoons during the summer and fall, with the aid of 
volunteers. All are welcome.

We have examined the balance sheets of the various funds of the 
Town of Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1976 and the related 
statements of unappropriated surplus, departmental operations and 
receipts and expenditures for the year then ended.

In our opinion the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of 
Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1976 and the results of operations for 
the year then ended in conformity with accounting practices generally 
followed by municipalities, applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year.

COMMENTS 

The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash on 
hand was reconciled to the balance at December 31, 1976. Cash in 
banks was reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the 
bank. The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and the negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were examined on a selected basis. Excise tax collections were checked 
to pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a test basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. 

The Trust Fund investments at December 31, 1976 were ac- 
counted for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from 
the savings institution or commercial bank. We examined data in 
support of investment transactions and determined that all principal

and income applicable to investments and all expenditures had been 
included in each fund.

Notes payable were confirmed by direct communication with the 
First National Bank of Damariscotta. 

The Suspense Account shown on the balance sheet is the dif- 
ference between actual State Revenue Sharing received and the 
estimated amount used to reduce the 1976 tax commitment. This 
amount will be added to the 1977 estimated State Revenue Sharing 
and used to reduce the 1977 tax commitment. 

Educational account balances were reconciled with the 
Superintendent of Schools. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks 
were examined to determine that charges were made to the proper 
departmental accounts. Surety bond coverage relating to the tax 
collector and treasurer was reviewed. 

The use of excise tax revenues transferred to departmental ac- 
counts was authorized by the voters at the annual town meeting. Town 
Road Improvement and State Aid Construction accounts were 
verified with the Department of Transportation, State Highway 
Division. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts 
and deposits to the corresponding savings account as well as ex- 
penditures and the negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were 
confirmed with the State Department of Audit, Augusta, Maine and 
expenditures were compared with the appropriations made at the 
annual town meeting. Due from General Fund for $2,200.00 is the 
result of an overtransfer from Federal Revenue Sharing. This amount 
was transferred back during January 1977.

150th Anniversary 


Americans like to govern themselves. The most direct and in- 
timate government is, the happier they are. It was only after long 
debate that the thirteen colonies were able to unify. Democracy which 
had its beginnings in the city states of Greece was thought to function 
best when the leaders were within reach of the people. Improved 
transportation brought no change in this attitude, but a fast train or 
plane could make Augusta or Washington nearer to home. The 
automobile had the same effect in a local way. 

One hundred and fifty years ago the Town of Bristol covered 
most of the Pemaquid Peninsula. Residents of what is today Bremen, 
who attended Town Meeting, had to travel for hours on horseback or 
in a horse-drawn vehicle to reach the voting place in Bristol. This 
journey over muddy roads was also a serious inconvenience at other 
times throughout the year when legal matters had to be transacted. 
Politicians, too, made their appeals to local factions, and the good of 
all was at times subverted to the needs of a strong voting block from 
one area or another. 

For many years the northern end of the Town tried to separate from 
the southern end. Finally in 1828 the voters in what was then known as 
Broad Cove petitioned the State Legislature for separation. Although 
the total Town of Bristol had existed as one entity from 1766 on, the 
Legislature complied with Broad Cove’s request and the Bremen we 
know today was incorporated on February 19, 1828. 

At that time the new Town consisted of four school districts. 
Fishermen, boat-builders, sea-faring men, farmers, woodsmen, and 
their families, made up its population of about 800, some 350 more 
than we now have as year-round residents. The first town meeting was 
held March 24, 1828 near the Daniel Weston homestead in the District 
#3 schoolhouse. Robert Miller (who lived in the house on Storer Road 
now occupied by the well-known nature writer, John Hay) was named 
moderator. Chosen as selectmen were Samuel T. Hinds (grandson of 
Commodore Samuel Tucker), Robert Miller, and William H. Little. 
Sullivan Hardy was elected town clerk. 

This year marks the 150th anniversary of the establishment of the 
Town of Bremen, which now consists of Muscongus, Medomak, 
Broad Cove, and the lake areas. Its long history has been marked by 
good government and a friendly, cooperative citizenry.

All taxpayers should read the following requirements and comply 
with them. 


Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 


‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notification 
in some public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways 
as the Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of all their estates real and personal, not by 
law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first 
day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, 
does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’ 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application and 
documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1. 


Note: It is particularly important that taxpayers file with the 
assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer does not file the 
requested list, he loses his right to any appeal from assessed values. A 
tearout page is included in the back of this report for your con- 
venience in filing this list with the Assessors.

Selectmen’s Report 


The Selectmen have had a very busy and satisfying year for 1977. 
Repeal of the Uniform Property Tax being, perhaps, the best of all 
and should mean a reduction in taxes, even with increasing costs in 
other areas. 

Revaluation: Patten Appraisal of Portland has now completed 
Bremen’s revaluation to the satisfaction of the Selectmen and the 
State of Maine. Property owners who felt a noticable increase and 
were able to use the Land Use Codes (i.e. Tree Growth - Open Space) 
did so, and other interested parties should contact the Selectmen. 

Solid Waste Disposal: This continues to be a problem and more 
complex and expensive each year. Damariscotta will be requesting 
$8,000 this year to assist in covering over the dump to State standards. 
Lincoln County, with the assistance of the towns, is still struggling 
with the problem to find a suitable answer. 

Roads: Roads require a great deal of time and money, and ’77 
was no exception. The Turner Road construction was finished and the 
Shore Road received some much needed ditching. Hot topping was 
continued on the Turner Road and the Nobleboro Road was com- 
pleted with tar patch to the town line. The Selectmen are still trying to 
solve a legal problem concerning the Muscongus Road. 

The Selectmen wish to thank all Bremen citizens for their un- 
derstanding and support during this year, especially through 
revaluation, and look forward to their help and advice in the coming 
year.

Superintendent’s Message 


Education has evolved over a cyclical pattern for centuries but 
only in the past decade have we exercised the humanistic approach. 
Humanism concentrates on the importance of the individual with 
emphasis on the development of each students’ maxium potential, and 
therefore, a concern for the interest, values and dignity of the in- 
dividual. By better meeting the needs of individual pupils with 
flexibility of programs to teach basic skills, incentives are inspired for 
reinforcement and advancement. The revolution of this new learning 
environment is better preparing our youth for college, employment 
skills and a happier life. Our continued faith and support for im- 
proved education is essential. 

The referendum repeal of L. D. 1994 is beneficial tax wise for 
most communities of this Supervisory Union. Once again, however, 
school district annual meetings will be delayed until the legislature 
creates a new or revised state funding program for education. 
Presumedly property tax dollars will be henceforth used for local 
support only. 

The cost of living has continued the ever upward spiral, and, as in 
every walk of life, the costs of goods and services for education have 
likewise inflated. A major portion of any school district budget 
consists of salaries and wages for professional and support personnel. 
Therefore, salary negotiations are most difficult with both teams 
attempting to protect their own interests of seeking maintenance of 
purchasing power with a viable competitive base salary for hiring 
while simultaneously keeping the tax rate at a reasonable level. 

School personnel, school committee members and many other 
parents have been involved in the self-evaluation project of evaluating 
curriculum, services, plant and organization of the school district. 
Self-analysis of educational philosophy concurrently with intended 
goals and procedural objectives serves as an intensive inspection of 
instructional programming and outcomes. This year’s long project 
will be completed this Spring with a public release of data compiled in 
the introspection. 

The Town of Bremen is fortunate to have a well qualified and 
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dedicated staff and the nearby availability of supportive services for 
handicapped children at Longfellow School. A good relationship 
prevails with Lincoln Academy and Medomak Valley and students 
who desire same may avail themselves of intensive vocational 
programs at Bath Vocational Center and Rockland Vocational 
Center. The Adult population also has the opportunity to improve 
skills or participate in new interests in academic credit or enrichment 
courses through a broader Adult Education program. Participation is 
most welcome. 

Public action, not reaction, provides the life blood of continuing 
improvement of education for our children. With interest, 
cooperation, involvement and reasonable financing we can achieve the 
foresaid goals of better preparing our youth for continued education, 
employability, and contributing cognizant citizenship.

Adult Education in School Union #74 is still an integral and 
important part of the educational community. 

The high school diploma program is currently funded by local 
and state taxes and is providing a continuing opportunity for a 
number of local residents to complete work for their high school 
diplomas. In the spring of 1977, 27 were enrolled in credit courses and 
6 received their diplomas at the graduation exercises at Lincoln 
Academy in June. 

During the fall of 1976, 19 were enrolled in the diploma program 
and it is anticipated that an equal number will be enrolled in the spring 
of 1978. Of these, 10 are expected to receive their diplomas this 
coming June. This will bring to 47 the total who have received their 
diplomas since 1973 when Union #74 Adult Education Program 
officially became a part of your school system. You as taxpayers are 
to be congratulated for your support of this program. 

The number of enrichment courses offered and the enrollment in 
them has been reduced as a result of their being made self-sufficient. 
Five were offered in the fall of 1977 and four had adequate numbers 
enrolled to warrant their continuation. Twelve enrichment courses are 
planned for the spring of 1978 and hopefully they will be well at- 
tended. 

At their annual meeting in January, the joint board of Union #74 
voted support for local and state funding of enrichment courses thus 
making the courses available to local residents for a $5.00 registration 
fee. If the voters support this action, it should mean an increase in the 
number of courses that can be offered and hopefully an increase in 
participation by the residents of the various towns. 

I personally still support the concept that education is a never- 
ending process and that a definite need exists for all local residents, 
regardless of age or other circumstances, to have a variety of cultural, 
educational and recreational opportunities available to them. Many 
local organizations contribute to supporting these opportunities and 
they are to be commended. Your support for the adult education also 
helps to make our local communities nice places to live, to work, to 
bring up our families and to grow old in.

We have examined the balance sheet of the various funds of the 
Town of Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1977 and the related 
statements of unappropriated surplus, departmental operations and 
receipts and expenditures for the year then ended. Our examination 
was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
_ auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of 
Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1977 and the results of operations for 
the year then ended in conformity with accounting practices generally 
followed by municipalities, applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year. 


WILLIAM H. BREWER 
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COMMENTS 
December 31, 1977 

The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash on 
hand was reconciled to the balance at December 31, 1977. Cash in 
banks was reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the 
bank. The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
examined on a Selected basis. Excise tax collections were checked to 
pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a test basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. 

The Trust Fund investments at December 31, 1977 were ac- 
counted for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from 
the savings institution or commerical bank. We examined data in 
support of investment transactions and determined that all principal 
and income applicable to investments and all expenditures had been 
included in each fund. 

Accounts receivable consists of $100.00 due from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund from 1976, $283.77 received in January, 1978 
for the December State Revenue Sharing payment and $29.80 due 
from the treasurer. 

Notes Payable consist of the following as of December 31, 1977:

The Suspense Account shown on the balance sheet is the dif- 
ference between actual State Revenue Sharing and State Inventory 
Tax Reimbursement received and the estimated amounts used to 
reduce the 1976 and 1977 tax commitment. The amounts $968.09 and 
$275.95 will be added to the 1978 estimated State Revenue Sharing 
and State Inventory Tax Reimbursement respectively, and used to 
reduce the 1978 tax commitment. 

Educational account balances were reconciled with the 
Superintendent of Schools. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks 
were examined to determine that charges were made to the proper 
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departmental accounts. Surety bond coverage relating to the tax 
collector and treasurer were reviewed. 

Town Road Improvement and State Aid Construction accounts 
were verified with the Department of Transportation, State Highway 
Division. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts 
and deposits to the corresponding savings account as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were con- 
firmed with the State Department of Audit, Augusta, Maine and 
expenditures were compared with the appropriations made at the 
annual town meeting. Due to the Antirecession Fiscal Assistance Fund 
is a result of an antirecession entitlement payment deposited to the 
Federal Revenue Sharing account in error.

IN MEMORIAM 
JOHN W. MOHR, SR. - 1919 - 1979 


John W. Mohr, Sr. was born in Boston, Mass. in October of 
1919. He attended schools in Brookline, Mass., and after graduating 
from Brookline High School he served in the Massachusetts National 
Guard and then during World War II, in the United States Navy. 

During his years in the Navy he was involved in electrical work, 
eventually becoming a Master Electrician. From the end of World 
War II to the beginning of the Korean Conflict he worked at the Naval 
Shipyard in Boston, and he returned after Korea and continued 
working there until 1965 when he and his family moved to their 
present home in Bremen. He then started working at the Brunswick 
Naval Air Station as a General Maintenance Foreman and continued 
in that job until his retirement in 1973. 

His wife, the former Celia Webber of Muscongus, is a native of 
the Bremen area, and they always spent their summers in Bremen 
during the years they lived in Massachusetts. John and Celia had three 
children: John W. Mohr, Jr. and Anna, both of whom now live in 
Bremen, and William H. Mohr, now of Houston, Texas. There are 
five grandchildren. 

John Mohr received numerous awards for Outstanding 
Achievement during his more than thirty years in Civil Service jobs. 
He was a member of the Kora Temple Shrine of Lewiston, the 
Masonic Order of Brunswick and the American Legion in 
Damariscotta. 

In recent years John Mohr had spent much of his time and effort 
serving the Town of Bremen as a selectman. He was Third Selectman 
from 1968-1972, Second Selectman in 1975 and First Selectman in 
1978. He was serving as First Selectman at the time of his death and 
had planned to run again for that office. He took several courses in 
accounting and bookkeeping during his terms as Selectman in order to 
learn how to handle the Town accounts more effectively. He was truly 
a dedicated public servant and those who knew and worked with him 
appreciated his contributions to the Town and his dedication to 
improving the government of the Town of Bremen.

Richard Marshall, formerly of Gardiner, Maine, is the new 
Bremen. Deputy Sheriff. He was appointed to that position in early 
January after Sheriff Carter and the Bremen Selectmen had decided 
on Marshall over the other applicants for the job. 

Marshall was formerly a used car salesman, working in Brun- 
swick for a time, and finally buying his own business in Gardiner. His 
wife and two children still live in Gardiner but will make the move to 
Bremen should the vote at the March Town Meeting be in favor of 
retaining the deputy. A couple of years ago Marshall gave up his 
business in Gardiner and enrolled at the University of Maine in 
Augusta majoring in Criminal Justice. He still has one more semester 
to go for his Associate Degree. 

It was while enrolled at the University of Maine that he was 
assigned to work with the Oakland Police Department as part of a 
work-study program. In the summmer of 1977 he was awarded a 
CETA position there, but the people of Oakland refused to fund the 
position at the end of the year. The Oakland Police Chief thought very 
highly of Marshall’s work, however, and helped him to gain ac- ~ 
ceptance to the Criminal Justice Academy in Waterville. He graduated 
from the Academy in November, applied for the job of Bremen 
Deputy, and of course, got the job. 

Things have been pretty quiet in Bremen since Marshall arrived, 
but those who have come in contact with Deputy Marshall have been 
impressed with the work that he has done. It was at least part due to 
information that Marshall sent to the National Crime Information 
Center that the ring of burglaries that had been going on in Knox and 
Lincoln Counties was finally broken, and he has earned high marks 
for his work with younger people in the community as well. He has 
also been getting to know some of the older people in the community 
who live alone so that he can check on them every week or so to make 
sure that everything is all right. This is much appreciated by many 
people since it gives them an added sense of security. 

Whether or not to hire a deputy was a hotly debated item and the 
vote on the issue was a close one. Marshall fully realizes that he may 
be out of a job after the March Town Meeting, but he does feel, as do 
many people in the town, that he has done a good job for the people 
of Bremen while he has been there. 
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Notice to Taxpayers 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and comply 
with them. 

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 

‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting notification 
in some public place in Town, or shall notify them in such other ways 
as the Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of all their estates real and personal, not by 
law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first 
day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, 
does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’ 

Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application and 
documentary proof entitlement on or before April 1. 

Note: It is particularly important that taxpayers file with the 
assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer does not file the 
requested list, he loses his right to any appeal from assessed values. A 
tearout page is included in the book for your convenience in filing this 
list with the Assessors. 

This list should also report any modifications of, additions to, or 
removals of existing buildings. Any new construction, partitions or 
acquisitions of land should be itemized so that they may be assessed 
fairly.

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Selectmen’s Report 


Tree Growth Law: The preceding Board of Selectmen were hard 
put to meet deadlines in 1977. The revaluation had just been com- 
pleted and tax bills, as a result, were sent out late. When issued, the 
new valuations produced an avalanche of Tree Growth Applications. 
Some were approved in error. 

A careful study of all applications on file were made this year by 
an ad hoc committee appointed by the Selectmen to work with them as 
a review board. The committee was composed of Charles L. Cotton, 
Ralph Genthner, Jr., and G. H. Robinson. As a result, some ap- 
plications were disallowed or reduced. Supplemental Taxes were 
issued to cover the valuation changes. Most of these have been paid. 

There are several new applications on file which must be con- 
sidered in 1979. 

Miscellaneous: We have paid off the Town Dock loan, repaired 
the east wall of the Grade School, and were successful in extracting the 
final School Bus payment from the State. As a result of negotiations 
with the Damariscotta Board of Selectmen, our Dump Costs were 
reduced from $8000 to $6500. Part of this reduction was due to the 
fact that funding from the County Solid Waste Reserve Account given 
to Bremen will be used to improve the Dump. 

Roads: All of' the presently paved roads in the Town were sur- 
veyed by the Chairman of the Planning Board and the First Selectman 
last fall to determine the extent of repairs required to bring them up to 
an acceptable status. There are almost 11 miles of road in town which 
requre attention: 10.5 miles of surface which require an overlay 
emulsion; 0.5 miles which require paving (Turner Road). The 
estimated cost would be in the vicinity of $90,000 based on 1978 
prices. If all our excise tax revenues were devoted to road im- 
provement annually, this could be accomplished in about seven years 
provided any unspent balances were deposited in an interest bearing 
account. It must be noted that the $14,000 raised last year was barely 
sufficient to cover one mile of the Turner Road. A similar amount 
would be required to pave the last half mile and resurface those areas 
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where the pavement has deteriorated. These projected costs do not 
include patching and grading. 

In order to salvage the $7068 investment made on the Rial Herald 
Road in 1976, further grading, ditching, and culvert installations were 
made to bring a through road between Bremen and Bristo] via the 
Rock Schoolhouse Road. This will enable the Fire Companies of 
Bremen and Bristol to assist each other in an emergency. 

Additional improvements were made on the Medomak Road. 
This road will be completely paved in 1979 according to the present 
Dept. of Transportation Schedule. The Town will have to provide two: 
units for State Aid Construction before this paving is done. 

Part of the State Aid Construction Funds went to widen the 
Muscongus Road where visibility was limited due to the hill. The 
accesses from Route 32 were improved and aculvert installed. Tarring 
is included as a part of Road Improvement Plan. 

Two units of State Aid Construction Funds should be used in 
1979 to reconstruct sections of the Shore Road which has the potential 
of revenue producing income in the form of increased land and 
building valuations. 

At this time, we are advised that any Town Road Improvement 
Funding will be decided by the incoming legislature. Their action will 
determine how far we can go. 

The Muscongus Road problem is still in limbo. We hope to 
present a viable solution soon although all the survey maps and road 
layouts which had been prepared cannot now be found in the Town 
Office files. The restriction in the width of the road at one particular 
point represents a hazard to ordinary traffic as well as Snow Removal 
and empergency equipment such as Fire Trucks and Ambulances.

Annual Report 


The second half of 1977-78 and the first half of 1978-79 have been 
frustrating, heartwarming and memorable all at the same time. We 
have seen enrollment declines and increases concurrently in neigh- 
boring school districts, the economic pendulum swing upward with 
increased productivity and continuing inflation, and educational 
services evaluating themselves in view of assessment of basic skills, 
improved technology, and improved research and training. 
Education, as much or more than other public services, has borne the 
brunt of arbitrary and capricious financial, moral and ethical blunders 
seemingly failsafe. In end result we can ill afford to take chances in 
preparing and providing the best educational opportunities for our 
children. 

With the demise of L.D. 1994 we have all suffered through the 
revised Maine School Finance Act of 1978 and once again we must 
await legislative amendment to realize financial benefit to each school 
district. The law, though fair in providing educational opportunity, is 
expensive in operation and difficult to administer with increased 
equalized valuation statewide and mandated services without new 
dollar sources for tax relief. | 

During the next fiscal year the entirety of each school district 
budget will be on a computer service operated in Damariscotta. The 
procedure from feeding all baseline data into the programs on floppy 
discs will be accomplished by central office personnel. The data 
recorded per vendor, service or person on payroll will provide ef- 
ficiency of operation in addition to immediacy of recall for any 
number of reconciliation status reports. Public school accounting, 
requiring the declining balance system of accounting is greatly 
enhanced with accurate expenditures and encumbrances per line item 
and per vendor as needed. A change necessitated is one currently 
within the statutes wherein school districts must have separate ac- 
counts from the town general funds with separate accounts for 
operational budget, Federal funds, and school lunch accounts. The 
single general fund account as practiced in some towns is an auditor’s 
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nightmare and illegal in comingling of public dollars. The computer 
procedure covers all avenues including check writing so that town and 
school district treasurers have only to sign the checks upon 
authorization. 

It has been an exciting year to see the fruition of the Great Salt 
Bay C.S.D. building program. In another year the building will be 
operational. In the interim we have had considerable crowding in both 
Bristol and Nobleboro with multiple suggestions and plans for facility 
expansion. 

Also we have closed the Longfellow School program for the 
severely handicapped because of the reduction to four students for 
next year. Continued operation would be excessively expensive and far 
exceed tuition placement. 

We are fortunate to have excellent teachers, para professionals 
and interested and concerned school committee members. Our 
children fare well, thanks to the continued fine support from the 
citizenry at large. Thank you for your assistance.

As shown in the 
supervisory union budget explanation, the increases were in salaries, 
office expenses, computer rental, custodial service, repair of 
equipment, and employee insurance. The audit service fee is also 
increased representing thoroughness in checking the operational, 
capital, and federal funds.

REASONS FOR CHANGE: (1) The salary schedule was not 
changed but the increase is created by adding a half-time teacher with 
reorganization wherein kindergarten and grade 1 are combined, in- 
creasing special education to four days a week and increasing the 
principal’s salary for administrative duties. (2) Textbook requests are 
reduced representing new English books for grade 8, Science grades 4, 
5, and 7, First Aid for grades 4, 5, and 6 and the balance in purchasing 
supplemental texts for all grade levels for increased numbers. (3) 
Library and audio-visual has increased appreciably representing 
classroom library materials for kindergarten, grades 2, 3, 5, and 6, 
rhythms and music for kindergarten, primary supplemental readers, 
encyclopedias for grades 4-6, guidance materials for 7-8, educational 
games for primary grades, beginners maps, science charts and film 
strips for science and social studies, and blank cassettes and tutorette 
cards for all levels.

CONCLUSIONS OF ANALYSIS: The large changes are in 
secondary school tuition, an increase of $10,807.00 with a larger 
number of students and increased rates, the teacher salary account 
with additional staff $10,289.00, fixed charges increased $3,486.00 
with increased insurance, and health increased $697.00. All other 
categories are basically the same or less. We are again facing inflation 
of most supplies in a range of 8-20% and many services at 10-20%. 
We therefore conclude the budget is operationally sound with fully 
justified changes to improve educational opportunities for the 
children and youth of Bremen.

Volunteer Fire Department 


To the Citizens of Bremen: 

The following report is submitted to keep you up to date on the 
work of the Bremen Volunteer Fire Department. 

This year we painted and piped up our Civil Defense 4x4 truck. 
We also purchased a tank and hooked up our Pacific Portable to it. 
The truck will make a good brush truck and is now fitted with 
Emergency Lights and Directional Signals. 

The 6x6 CD truck has also had some Emergency Lights installed 
on it so that it will be easier to see when responding to a fire. 

The old Chevrolet fire truck was sold this year and we used the 
money to purchase the tank and fittings we installed on the 4x4 truck. 

This year, we purchased another 500’ of 2'%”’ fire hose which 
brings us a total of 1000’, one of the requirements the Insurance 
Underwriters demand to qualify for a lower insurance rate. 

This year, we are submitting an article to see if the Town would 
let us purchase a 1958 Ford HD fire truck with a Darley Champion 
500 gailon per minute pump and a 500 gallon tank. This fire truck is in 
real good condition. We can purchase this truck for $5000 which is a 
real good buy. If we were to order a new Class A Pumper today, it 
would cost us $45,000. The High Pressure Truck we purchased for 
around $20,000 is now over $35,000. We felt the Town could not 
afford to buy a $45,000 truck so we have been keeping an eye out fora 
good used one. The Ted Berry Co., who sold us the HiPressure Truck, 
has located this Pumper which he feels is one of the best condition for 
used fire trucks he has come across and feels it would give us good 
service. The truck was tested in 1976 and passed the test for rating for 
a Class A Pumper which is required for a lower insurance rating. We 
have been working on trying to get our Town a lower insurance rate 
and we feel this will help us in obtaining a lower rate. The minimum 
size fire truck for rating is a truck with a 500 gallon per minute pump 
and a 500 gallon tank. This truck meets the requirements. 

This year we sponsored our annual Christmas tree at the School 
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and helped Santa give out fruit and candy to the children of Bremen 
on the Saturday before Christmas. This program has gone over real 
well each year. , 

This year we upgraded our Red Phone System by spreading out 
the phones geographically and by putting in a business (Lusty Lob- 
ster). The Insurance Underwriters prefer to have one located in a 
business where there is someone there all the time during the day. Our 
phones are pretty well covered at night, but daytime is the hardest for 
coverage. 

As more people are burning wood for heat, chimney fires are on 
the increase. We ask you to check your chimney from time to time for 
soot build-up. When there is build-up that reduces the area of the 
chimney, there is a danger of a chimney fire. There are people in the 
area who clean chimneys and will check your chimney to make sure it 
is safe. Also, it would be a good idea if you do burn wood to have a 
smoke detector in your home. | 

Calls answered this year are as follows: 

2 Island Fires; 2 Boat Fires, one a fishing boat, the other an old 
hull; 2 False Alarms on home security systems; 1 Chimney Fire; 2 
Woods Fires. 

The Fire Phone Number is 529-5217. This number is for fires and 
emergencies only. It is not a Town Office number nor should it be 
used for out-going calls. 

During the water shortage, 40 wells were filled.

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Planning Board Report 


The Planning Board held regular meetings each third Thursday 
every month at 7:00 p.m. in the Town Office. We plan to continue this 
schedule. Our meetings are open and we welcome visitors. 

The work we do includes acting on applications for permits 
required under Shoreland Zoning within 250 feet of the shore, as well 
as matters pertaining to subdivision regulations. 

We assisted the County Planner in developing the solid waste 
recycling program, which over the long run has good promise of 
SUCCESS. 

The Selectmen appointed a member of the Planning Board, 
Charles Cotton, as well as Eugene Weeks to represent the town for the 
HUD Program, as a consequence of Article 25 being accepted, for 
which a new application is being submitted for action in 1979. The 
money is to be used for repairs, insulation, etc. by low and moderate 
income families upon approved applications. 

Our application for Federal planning funds through the State 
Planning Office has been approved in the amount of $4667.00 
provided by the budget of the Coastal Zone Management Act of 1972. 
We have contracted with the Southern Midcoast Regional Planning 
Commission to work up data on Natural Resources and maps to 
enable the Planning Board to study the question of. how to recom- 
mend updating the Town’s Comprehensive Plan. This will include the 
use of our recent survey and any viable feedback from a public 
hearing we will hold at a suitable point in our work program. 

The Town is and will be growing; Lincoln County is the fastest 
growth county in the State, so we feel obliged to recommend guidance 
that reflects the interests of the majority.

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It is with mixed emotions that this year marks the last report I will 
give as your Ambulance Service president. The years that have gone 
by since we started the service are years that I will always remember. 
When we started with the old ‘‘grey ghost’’ it was very hard indeed to 
envision what would follow, but follow it did, and today you have an 
ambulance service which you can be proud of. 

Before I close out my term as President, I would like to mention 
three people (among the many) without whose help the service would 
have had a very hard time.

Bremen Board of Selectmen: 


The following report is submitted by the 1978 Recreation Board 
for publication in the Annual Town Report. 

The Recreation Board members concentrated their efforts in 1978 
sponsoring and participating in the Bremen Athletic Association. 
Board members David Autio, Ralph Genthner and Richard Keene 
initiated the discussion, planning and organization of fund-raising 
efforts to make improvements to the existing Bremen Grade School 
Athletic Field. A central committee of about 20 townspeople held a 
very successful lobster stew supper on Saturday, 26 August at the 
Bremen Town House under the leadership of Jeanne Jaccadelli, 
Althea Genthner and Elizabeth Noyce. Many other people con- 
tributed to make the event such a success including Dudley Hall, Doug 
Wood and many members of the Fire Department, Gene Boothby, 
Bob Spear, Gene Weeks, Bob Mortimer, Tony Zaccadelli, Clyde 
Genthner, Janice Wood, Elizabeth Boothby, Mary Sue Weeks, 
George and Linda Masters, Linda Autio, Norma Osier, Ed and 
Wendy Stelzer, Barbara Koubek and Ava Keene. Many thanks to the 
local Fishermen who donated all of the lobsters and clams. All of the 
pies, salads, punch and dairy products were donated by individuals 
and businesses. A fine group of men and women cooked and served 
the 250 people who attended the supper for a $5.00 donation. The net 
proceeds from ticket sales and donations came to almost $2000.00. In 
addition to being a financial success, many compliments were received 
on the excellent lobster stew, steamed clams, homemade pies and rolls 
and the outstanding service. The entire event far exceeded all ex- 
pectations through community spirit, cooperation, hard work and the 
very charitable attitude of about 100 people who worked on the 
supper, as well as the people who attended. 

On September 20, 1978 the committee formed the Bremen 
Athletic Association to carry out the future planning for the athletic 
field. The new association elected Edwin Stelzer as Chairman, Gene 
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Boothby as Treasurer and Gene Weeks as Secretary. The $2000.00 
receipts will remain in a savings account until planned work begins in 
the summer of 1979. When the athletic field will be graded, a small 
area between the Bremen Library and the athletic field will be graded 
for an ice skating area which can be used by flooding it during the 
winter. It is, also, intended to leave the soccer and basefall field 
dormant for a year to allow the newly seeded field time to grow. Other 
fields are being solicited for baseball and soccer and for an adjacent 
field for use as a school play area during school hours. 

Besides supporting the school athletic program and the Athletic 
Association, the Recreation Board is planning to sponsor a greater 
variety of events for all members of the town during 1979. This in- 
cludes parent/student soccer and softball games during the summer, a 
potluck picnic at the school with sports events for all ages, and winter 
ice skating. If the same degree of cooperation and participation is 
provided by the town for these events as demonstrated during the 
lobster stew supper, they will certainly be successful.

Time & Tide is a people program. It is sponsored and directed by 
the local people and gives them an opportunity to come together to 
develop ideas and plans for projects focusing on natural resources. 

With the efforts of local people from Harpswell to Monroe 
serving on the council or one of the eight resource committees, much 
has been done to make Mid Coast Maine a better place to live and 
work. 

Many Time & Tide RC&D measures have been completed. Some 
have had minimal and some major My from the Time & Tide 
Council and committees. 

A printed report on a workshop on ‘‘Public Access to Water’”’ 
was printed by the Department of Marine Resources. Work was done 
with a number of agencies and individuals regarding the techriical 
needs of aquaculture. Lincoln County Commissioners got the 
recycling program going. The State Bureau of Parks and Recreation 
was able to complete the construction of a new State park at 
Damariscotta Lake. The South Bristol School has carried out plans 
and has eliminated the critical erosion problem and improved the 
playground for the school. Belfast has installed some piping at the city 
park to help reduce erosion and flooding. Brooks has developed 
facilities and a program for medical assistance for the town. Much 
effort has been given to promote good forestry for the area. 

These are only a few of the accomplishments in the Time & Tide 
Area. A number of towns and cities are in the process of completing 
projects. Does your town have problems that we might help you with? 

The RC&D Program is an excellent opportunity for anyone who 
has an idea on how to improve the mid coast area.

68 ANNUAL REPORT 


Women Against Crime 


In mid-July, a loosely-structured organization called Women 
Against Crime was formed in Bremen, when 55 summer and year- 
round women residents met at the Town House to express concern 
about the ineffectiveness of local law enforcement. At that initial 
meeting, seven people volunteered to serve as an ad hoc committee to 
solicit donations and to schedule meetings with county and state 
agencies. Throughout the summer, voluntary contributions from a 
total of 91 households were received at the W.A.C. post office box, 
amounting to a total, by October 1, of $3,205.73. 

On the five Thursday evenings of August, the Women Against 
Crime sponsored open meetings at the Town House, where public 
officials addressed their constituents on various aspects of law- 
enforcement. These speakers represented the Sheriff’s Department, 
State Police, Attorney General’s Office, County Commissioners and 
State Legislature. 

The sentiment of the public attending these meetings indicated 
that Bremen should hold a special town meeting to determine if the 
town wished to finance hiring a special contract deputy, and the 
Selectmen scheduled such a meeting in September. Women Against 
Crime dedicated $3000.00 from their funds to help defray the costs of 
the deputy, which the town then voted to employ. 

Meanwhile, the group has attended and observed in the district 
and superior courts, studied how the county and state law- 
enforcement agencies interact, and examined the need for new jail 
space. W.A.C.’s paid advertisements in the Lincoln County News 
have kept the public aware of the continuing need for reform. A 
decrease in the number and severity of local crimes may or may not bg 
a result of the Women’s activities.

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of 
Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1978 and the results of operations for 
the year then ended in conformity with accounting practices generally 
followed by municipalities, applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year.

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COMMENTS 
December 31, 1978 


The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash on 
hand was reconciled to the balance at December 31, 1978. Cash in 
banks was reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the 
bank. The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
examined on a selected basis. Excise tax collections were checked to 
pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a test basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. 

The Trust Fund investments at December 31, 1978 were ac- 
counted for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from 
the savings institution or commercial bank. We examined data in 
support of investment transactions and determined that all principal 
and income applicable to investments and all expenditures had been 
included in each fund. | 

Accounts receivable consists of $100.00 due from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund from 1976, $418.14 received in January 1979 
for the December State Revenue Sharing payment and $275.70 due 
from the treasurer. . 

The Suspense Account shown on the balance sheet is the dif- 
ference between actual State Revenue received and the estimated 
amount used to reduce the 1978 tax commitment. This amount will be 
added to the 1979 estimated State Revenue Sharing and used to reduce 
the 1979 tax commitment. 

Educational accounts were reconciled with the Superintendent of 
Schools. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks were examined to . 
determine that charges were made to the proper departmental ac- 
counts. Surety bond coverage relating to the tax collector and 
treasurer was reviewed. 

Town Road Improvement and State Aid reconstruction accounts 
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were verified with the Department of Transportation, State Highway 
Division. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts’ 
and deposits to the corresponding savings account as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were con- 
firmed with the State Department of Audit, Augusta, Maine and 
expenditures were compared with the appropriations made at the 
annual town meeting. Due to the Antirecession Fiscal Assistance Fund 
is the result of an Antirecession entitlement payment deposited to the 
Federal Revenue Sharing account in error.

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Union Church and 
Civil War Monument 


The photograph on the cover was made from a glass plate taken 
in 1916 by the late Willis B. Hilton. Before the Civil War monument 
(erroneously shipped by the state to mark Commodore Tucker’s grave 
and later erected to honor the 62 Bremen men who answered Father 
Abraham’s call to duty) are gathered the charter members of the 
Patriotic Club (who had raised the $800 for the pedestal), dressed in 
white; the Waldoboro Band; Henry H. Chamberlain of Round Pond 
(probably speaker of the day); and local residents. 

Beside the granite statue of Billy Yank stands the Bremen Union 
Church. It had been constructed between 1824 and 1829 partly by use 
of timbers salvaged from a Boston Presbytery meeting house which 
had stood beside Greenland Cove since 1772 and had been torn down. 

On July 7, 1824, for the sum of $40 paid by Thomas Johnston, 
‘*treasurer of the funds for building a new meeting house in the Broad 
Cove part of town,’’ Oliver Nash deeded over the one-half acre ad- 
jacent to his own home for the ‘‘house of worship now thereon 
erecting.’’ And in 1829 at two ecclesiastical councils held at Bremen 
homes and attended by pastors and delegates from churches in Bristol, 
Waldoborough, and Boothbay, fourteen persons presented them- 
selves for membership and the Congregational Church of Bremen was 
formed. By 1834 thirteen more had joined the church, and a decade or 
so later the membership decided to form a ‘‘body politic’’ in order to 
manage financial matters more efficiently. The State of Maine granted 
the request and assigned them the legal name ‘‘Congregational 
Church and Society of Bremen.”’ 

Over the more than 150 years that the Church has served Bremen, 
many pastors have preached from the pulpit, but the Rev. John J. 
Bulfinch of Waldoboro holds the record for service - 1878 to 1912. 
After his death services were not held consistently, and from 1920 to 
the 1940’s the church was used mostly for summer services only. In the 
40’s, 50’s and 60’s there was a resurgence of interest and the church 
became more active. 

Other denominations have used the building - the Methodists, 
who in 1875 built a parsonage here, and more recently the Christian 
Advent Church of Friendship. 

The change in name to Bremen Union Church, popular but 
probably not official, occurred around 1889 when the church united 


with the Bristol Congregational Church. At that time to refurbish the 
building, $423.75 was raised by subscription with parishioners 
providing sums ranging from 75 cents to $70. A bell which still hangs 
in the steeple was donated by Samuel Donnell, driver of the stage 
between Damariscotta and Round Pond. 

A fire in the 1950’s required renovations which cost over $1800, 
and some monies have been spent to maintair. and paint the building. 
It may one day again be prudent to use the old church for the religious 
needs of the community. The Congregational Church and Society of 
Bremen is most interested in preserving and maintaining an important 
part of our Bremen heritage. It is hoped that the cover photograph 
and story will stimulate interest and provide a means of sustaining this 
endowment for our future generations. 

One of the more notable activities occurring adjacent to the church 
involved the dedication of the town’s civil war memorial monument 
conducted in June of 1916. 

The picture also marks one of the earlier activities of the Patriotic 
Club of Bremen which was organized Jan. 1, 1912 at the home of Mrs. 
Otis Kent. Twelve charter members of the club dressed in long white 
gowns can be seen gathered at the foot of the monument located at the 
left of the picture. 

The late Lawrence Weston recalled that the Model T Ford with 
the brass radiator near the center of the picture belonged to his father, 
Sam, who owned one of the first cars in Bremen. Two brothers from 
Head Tide, frequent visitors to Bremen, are believed to have owned 
the car nearest the church. They were Alonzo and Glen Jewett, 
operators of a general store. The auto nearest the camera belonged to 
Willis Hilton. 

The monument is inscribed ‘‘Erected by the Patriotic Club of 
Bremen in memory of her sons, who, on land and sea, fought to 
preserve the Union, 1861-1865.’’ It bears 62 names representing 
families still active in the Bremen and Lincoln County area such as 
Hilton, Little, Richards, Rhodes, Creamers, Turners, Keene, Burns, 
Davis, Taylor, Lailler, McLain, Palmer, Treant, Donnell, Eugley, 
Flye, Genthner, Clark, Brown, Bryant, Arnold, Osier, Hardy, 
Weston, Woodbury, Wellman, Webber, Hussey, Humphrey, Hall, 
and Johnston. 


Together, the Bremen Union Church and the Bremen Civil War 
Monument serve a dual purpose in binding us to our heritage of 
religious freedom and democratic government.

Selectmen’s Narrative Report 


The past year has been very educational and satisfying. It was 
apparent at the beginning of the year that many areas of responsibility 
and functions needed review and resolution. The Board of Selectmen 
have tried to accomplish that. To the many people who provided us 
assistance, encouragement and support, we thank you. 

It is hoped that this summary will provide everyone in Bremen 
with an understanding of the functions performed by the Selectmen, 
Assessors and Overseers of the Poor throughout the year. It will also 
give a brief summary of 1979 accomplishments, incomplete 1980 
issues, a resume of the policies, procedures and goals of the Board of 
Selectmen and future considerations. 

The Selectmen decided on March 31, 1979 that a few necessary 
goals had to be set and accomplished in order to deserve the con- 
fidence and the support of the entire Town. It was, also, mandatory to 
establish the honesty and integrity of the Selectmen. The goals that 
were set and how they were attempted to be met are as follows: 

A. BETTER COMMUNICATION 

The Selectmen tried to make the entire Town aware of all major 
problems and decisions and to request suggestions back from the 
townspeople. Major issues were discussed and debated with the 
Budget Committee, Planning Board, Fire Department Officers, 
School Committee and all other Town officials. Reports back to the 
Town were done by direct discussions, meetings and newspaper ar- 
ticles. All Selectmen meetings have been and will be open to public 
review and participation. The Selectmen and all Town officers are 
required to allow public access to all public records as required under 
the Freedom of Information Act. They are, also, required to protect 
personal, confidential information under the Privacy Act. All Bremen 
Town records are available for inspection as required by State and 
Federal laws. 


B. BETTER PERFORMANCE 

The Selectmen felt work was required on all Town functions in 
order to do the job well and in the best interest of the entire Town. It 
was necessary to represent the Town fairly and to function in ac- 
cordance with all State and Federal laws which we agreed to uphold 
when we took the Oath of Office. 
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C. FAIR REPRESENTATION 

It was strongly felt that the Selectmen must be representative of 
everyone in Bremen, and not any one particular, special purpose, 
group or faction. Everyone was asked to serve on the various com- 
mittees and in the appointed Town positions. The Board asked for 
representation from all age groups, men and women, the different 
geographical areas of Bremen (Broad Cove, Medomak, Muscongus 
and Biscay Pond area), and for people with strong convictions on all 
major issues, both pro and con. We felt a healthy cross-section of 
people, views and backgrounds was a necessity for fair and 
representative municipal government. 


D. BETTER CONTROL OF TOWN FINANCES 

It is necessary during the current period of high inflation and high 
costs to understand all aspects of all Town functions, all revenues, all 
expenditures, planning and scheduling of borrowing funds, cash flow, 
accounting and bookkeeping procedures, financial deficiencies and 
identification of possible improvements. For each Town expense it is 
necessary to insure the expense is reasonable, necessary, authorized by 
the Town, legal, and when approved, recorded correctly against the 
proper account and within available funding. 


E. LISTEN AND BE RESPONSIVE TO EVERYONE 

A common complaint heard many times this year was lack of 
responsiveness, in the past, to questions asked. It has been and will 
continue to be the policy of the current Selectmen to listen to 
everyone’s questions and to provide honest, accurate and legally 
acceptable answers. No one will be ignored or left with their questions 
unanswered. All problems will be investigated and resolved within the 
financial means, capabilities and authority of the Selectmen. 


F. ESTABLISH GOOD RECORDS AND PROCEDURES 

The Selectmen have spent considerable time establishing com- 
plete and accurate records. All important issues are discussed, 
recorded in writing and filed for use. All Town records and 
procedures were reviewed and corrected or improved. This included 
the Taxpayer’s List, Assessment Cards, Valuation Book, Tax 
Collector’s Commitment Book, Tax Exemptions, Selectmen’s Ledger, 
Pay Warrants, Tax Maps and Assessing Procedures. 
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G. RECOGNIZE AND ANALYZE CHANGES AND 
PLAN FOR THE FUTURE 

It is only good common sense to recognize changes in the overall 
needs of the Town, including the roads, protection, legal liabilities, 
land use, education and finances. The Selectmen have been active and 
will continue to be heavily involved in all Town planning based on the 
desires of the entire Town. The Selectmen strongly oppose any un- 
necessary expenses which are not in the best interest of the entire 
Town. The Selectmen will personally object to any changes which 
cause wasteful expenditures of funds. The Selectmen unanimously 
oppose and encourage every Bremen voter to oppose by your vote all 
issues with a ridiculous price tag and minimal benefits, and, 
especially, when the issues have not been thoroughly analyzed nor 
fairly presented. A good example is the proposed 1980 educational 
budget and articles. The School Budget increase of $47,000.00 
represents a 30% increase. If all the education articles for 1980 are 
approved, they represent an increase of $73,000.00 and a 46% in- 
crease over 1979. This would cause a drastic 3.5 mil (30%) increase in 
the tax rate. The entire Town cannot afford such a sudden tax in- 
crease. This would cause a drastic increase in the 1980 delinquent taxes 
and require increased borrowing, increased interest charges and in- 
dividual financial hardships. Many low-income, fixed-income and 
elderly families cannot afford this ridiculous increase. The long-term 
effect will be financial chaos. On all major issues, such as this, the 
Selectmen will continue to offer objective recommendations based on 
facts and fair consideration of the entire Town and all of the Town 
taxpayers. The Selectmen will guide national planning to ac- 
commodate population growth, land use, solid waste disposal, road 


upkeep, education and reasonable financial decisions. The Selectmen 


will do whatever is practical to preserve the current rural natural 
character and beauty of our small coastal lobstering Town of Bremen. 


The 1979 accomplishments and 1980 forecasts are as follows: 
A. ASSESSING 

About 150 individual properties were assessed and updated. All 
exemptions were reviewed and the Town tax maps were corrected. The 
Assessors’ Report contains detailed data and analysis of the 1979 
assessing. Everyone is requested to notify the Assessors when they 
make any changes to their taxable property. This includes new 
dwellings, additions, home improvements, piers, docks, garages, 
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storage buildings, barns and destroyed or removed structures. Also, 
all changes within the Shoreland Zoning area must be by written 
approval of the Bremen Planning Board and in compliance with the 
Shoreland Zoning Ordinance. 


B. ROADS 

Hot-topping was completed on sections of Medomak Road, 
Heath Road, Turner Road, Muscongus Cove Road and all of Frank 
Collamore Road. Cold-patching was done on all Bremen raods and 
culverts were installed or moved on Harry Marble Road, Turner Road 
and Rial Herald Road. The northern gravel section of Shore Road was 
filled and graded and the Medomak Landing area was graded. Road 
signs were made and erected on Keene Neck Road, Shore Road, Heath 
Road, Storer Road, Turner Road, Nobleboro Road and Medomak 
Road. State plans for 1980 include funding to hot-top several State- 
aid Bremen roads including Rt. 32, Storer Road, Keene Neck Road 
and Medomak Road. Ditching was done on Turner Road, Heath 
Road and Frank Collamore Road and brush cutting was done on the 
Turner Road. Another section of Medomak Road was reconstructed 
and it will be completed to Rt. 32 in 1980. It is planned to complete the 
1980 road work in much the same manner as 1979. 


C. INSURANCES 

All Town property, personal liability, and workman’s com- 
pensation insurance policies were reviewed to insure all items are 
covered. The Town has three different policies that cover the Fire 
Department and equipment, Town House and contends, Selectmen’s 
Office and contents, as well as workman’s compensation and personal 
liability insurance for all Town employees. A separate School Union 
74 policy covers the Bremen Grade School and contents and the school 
bus. 


D. SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 

The Selectmen have been active in participating with 
Damariscotta in converting to a landfill operation at the Damariscotta 
dump as directed by the Department of Environmental Protection. 
Different alternatives have been reviewed for future methods of 
disposal and the one most seriously being considered now is an in- 
cinerator facility at the Pejepscot Paper Mill in Topsham. Substantial 
engineering analysis, detailed design and cost analyses have yet to be 
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completed before a reasonable conclusion can be made. The current 
landfill operation at the Damariscotta dump will require an increased 
budget each year. This account will increase from $7,000.00 in 1979 to 
$10,000.00 in 1980 and the dump only has a useful life of possibly 5 
years. Beyond that, future plans and costs are very uncertain. 

Everyone is encouraged to participate in the recycling efforts at 
the dump. This is a Lincoln County program and every pound we 
recycle and get paid for we don’t have to cover at the landfill site and 
use up valuable capacity. Please separate and put into the proper 
receptacles all of your clear glass, colored glass, cardboard, etc. Every 
town in Lincoln County is participating, but it requires a willingness 
on the part of each individual to really make the Recycling Program 
work. PLEASE HELP!! 


E. GENERAL ASSISTANCE TO THE POOR 

The Selectmen adopted a set of written General Assistance 
Guidelines as required by State law so that everyone who requests aid 
is considered fairly and objectively. An ARTICLE has been included 
in the 1980 Town Warrant requesting approval for a Work 
Requirement Ordinance for General Assistance Recipients. This will 
require all people who are able who receive assistance to work on 
Town projects such as painting, road patching, brush cutting, etc. in 
exchange for financial assistance. 

The Town Report has been reorganized and expanded to provide 
more explanation and information. Hopefully, it will provide 
everyone with a better understanding of Town functions and ex- 
penses. In the 1980 Town Warrant, similar ARTICLES have been 
placed next to each other, big expenses are listed at the beginning of 
the warrant in order to consider them first at the Annual Town 
Meeting and all of the big expense items are listed separately so that 
the Town knows what they are. As agreed at last year’s meeting, all 
Town expenses and all School and Education funding requests will be 
considered at the same time at the Annual Town Meeting. The major 
Town Budget expenses and annual increases for roads, snow removal 
and solid waste disposal require careful review by the Town. Most 
significantly, the School Budget and Education ARTICLES deserve 
careful scrutiny and elimination of unnecessary high-cost items. The 
basic questions that must be asked and answered by everyone ob- 
jectively and fairly are as listed. The Selectmen’s answers are provided 
for your information. 
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YES NOX Is it fair to ask the ENTIRE TOWN to 
pay a drastic tax increase when it will only benefit a few? 
GOOD U1 BAD & What will be the future, long-term effect 
on the future of the entire Town if drastic tax increases are approved?

The funds authorized by the Town in 1979 are 
identified by each Town funding Article, source of funds, receipts, 
expenditures and, whether a surplus balance or overdraft occurred. 
This is provided for your information, review and understanding. 
Only the large significant expenses are identified to each payee such as 
shown for Articles #7A, Town Officers’ Salaries, and #8G, 
Miscellaneous Expenses. All pay vouchers, however, are listed on the 
Treasurer’s Pay Warrants and in the Selectmen’s Ledger for each 
account. These are available for review by anyone who desires to see 
them at any regular, weekly Selectmen’s meeting. Some accounts that 
have balances carried forward from 1979 to 1980 are shown in the 
Auditor’s Report and are not repeated here. The Auditor’s Report 
contains an accounting of all Town monies. 

As of the end of Town Fiscal Year 1979, the Town is in a sound, 
financial condition. Improved control and accounting of all school 
funds, accounts and expenses will be required in 1980.

2. Must have been a legal resident of this state when entering 
military service: or 

3. Must have been a legal resident of this state for at least 10 
years (not necessarily consecutive) prior to making claim for exem- 
ption; 

4. Must have reached the age of 62 years; or 

5. Is receiving a pension or compensation from the United 
States Government for total disability, either service or non-service 
connected, as a veteran; 

6. The widow of a qualified veteran must be unremarried. 


Blindness Exemption 
. Persons determined by the State Department of Health and 
Welfare to be LEGALLY BLIND are also entitled to an exemption on 
residential real estate (Chapter 261, P.L. 1973, effective in 1974.) 
An exemption of $4000.00 may be approved by the Assessors. 


Tree Growth Exemption 
As described in current state law at current State Tree Growth 
rates for hardwood, mixed wood and soft wood. 


Agriculture Exemption 
As described in current State law. 
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Assessors’ Report 


The 1979 State valuation is $17,850,000.00 for the Town of 
Bremen. The proposed 1980 State valuation is $19,300,000.00. The 
total Town valuation in 1978 was $18,259,955.00 and the tax rate was 
$11.70 per $1000.00 of assessed value. The total Town valuation in 
1979 is $18,397,193.00 and the tax rate is $12.00 per $1000.00 of 
assessed value. 

The Assessors have anually updated the Town valuation based on 
the total Town revaluation accomplished in 1976, and which took 
effect in 1977. Each assessment is made using the Town Book of 
Assessment Standards. Each year, the State-approved Tree Growth 
values are used for determining the current tree growth property 
assessed valuation. 

In 1979 the Town Assessors hired a qualified, State authorized 
assessor to update the current taxpayers’ list and taxable property as 
required by State law. Also, the Town tax maps were revised by a 
qualified mapping company to reflect the changes. 

Approximately 150 Town properties were reviewed by the 
Assessors to update changes or to make necessary corrections. All of 
the individual, 736, yellow assessment cards were checked against the 
white assessment record cards for each parcel of taxable property in 
the Town of Bremen. The assessment records were also checked 
against the Town tax maps for agreement. 

In 1979, the State of Maine successfully claimed and received title 
to five (5) islands within the geographical boundaries of Bremen.

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Due to this action by the State, the individual property owners 
lost title, and the Town of Bremen lost approximately $450.00 of 1979 
tax revenue due to loss of the taxable property. The Town Assessors 
have requested that the State Bureau of Taxation reduce the 1980 
proposed State valuation for the Town of Bremen by the amount of 
lést assessed value, corrected by the State average sales ratio. This 
results in a reduction of Town valuation of $44,800.00. Therefore, the 
amount of County tax paid by the Town of Bremen will be reduced 
accordingly. 

Requests for exemptions and reduction in assessments due to the 
allowed exemptions for Tree Growth, Veterans, Agriculture and 
Blindness will be reviewed and approved or disapproved by the 
Assessors based on the information submitted to the Assessors prior 
to 1 April 1980. All applications submitted after this date will be 
considered in the next Town fiscal year.

As a result of the Veterans, Blindness, Agriculture and, most 
significantly, the Tree Growth exemptions, the ‘‘lost revenue’’ to the 
Town of Bremen of $20,615.28 must be raised, actually, by increased 
taxes to the remaining taxpayers who do not get any exemption. If the 
exemptions were now allowable, the Town tax rate could have been 
reduced by 1.00 mils in 1979 and the mil rate would have been 11.0 
mils instead of 12.0. 

Following the Assessor’s statistics is the 1979 Taxpayers’ List, 
divided into residents and non-residents. At the end of the Taxpayers’ 
List are individual lists of exemptions for Veterans, Tree Growth, 
Town Tax Exempt Properties and State Tax Exempt Properties.

The overall budget represents a $46,758.00 increase showing a per- 
centage change of 29.5%. The large changes are in secondary school 
costs increasing $15,573 over which we have no control, instruction 
increasing $17,802 with additional staff for kindergarten, music anda 
clerical aide plus inflated instructional material budgets. Other 
significant increases are in transportation, supervisory union, in- 
surance and operation of plant. The entire budget is reflective of 
inflation but the School Committee has worked hard to thoroughly 
study requests and limit increases to provide the best instructional 
program within reasonable boundaries for another year.

Copies of the Natural 
Resource Inventory have been placed in the Bremen Library.

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Volunteer Fire Department Report 


To the citizens of Bremen: 

It is my pleasure to submit to you a report of the activites of the 
Bremen Volunteer Fire Department (B.V.F.D.) for 1979. 

This year we piped up the Dodge 4x4 , and hooked the Pacific 
MK III Portable to it. The tank we purchased from Jefferson, had a 
reel on it so we were able to pipe it into the pump which gives us a 
good pressure line for woods fires. We installed racks for the hose and 
for the Indian (hand fire) pumps on the 4x4 also. From the equipment 
account we purchased hand tools for woods fires which are also on the 
4x4. 

This year we hooked up 2 dry hydrants at Russ Daniel’s Fire 
Pond (Broad Cove). We had to take the dry hydrant out of Herb 
Morangs Pond because we could not draft water from it. We put it 
into Daniel’s Pond, along with another hydrant which we can hook 
the big portable up to, and the Ford high pressure truck. Both 
hydrants work fine. 

This last winter we had forestry training and at the end of the 
course we were able to participate in a training exercise with one of the 
State Fire Simulators, where members had to take control of a fire, 
order crews to the scene and equipment to put the fire out. Of course, 
it was a Simulated woods fire. We all found it interesting and helpful. 

We purchased the equipment which was required for our lower 
insurance rate, which we received this year, 1979. A 12-14% savings 
on your homeowner’s insurance policy is available if you notify your 
insurance company. We also purchased a set of wood fire ladders 
which we needed for structual fires to replace the old ladders we had 
on the old Chevy which were unsafe. The men felt the wooden ladders 
would be safer than the aluminum ones which came on the Ford. We 
now have the wooden ladders on the Ford and the aluminum ones on 
the 6x6. 

At Christmas time the Department sponsored a lighted Christmas 
tree outside the school and also helped Santa, who came to school 
during the Christmas Program and handed out goodies to the kids. 

We had an over draft in our maintenance account this year 
because of increased prices of equipment, gas, oil, electricity and 
telephone and maintenance on the trucks. In comparing the costs of 
fuel oil, gasoline and oil for the trucks plus electricity and telephone 
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we found that the costs had gone up an average of 38% from the year 
1978 to 1979. 

This year we had many expenses on the trucks and building we 

had’nt planned on. 

1. Clutch job which had been done in December 1978; paid 1979. 

2. Enclosing furnace room and required duct work. Work was done 
in 1978 but the bills were paid in 1979. 

3. New helper springs on the 4x4 truck. 

4. Two new batteries for the 6x6 truck. 

5. One new battery for the Ford. 

6. Two automatic battery chargers to keep the batteries up and 
prevent over charging. 

7. Reworking of Pacific MK III portable pump. 

This year for maintenance we are asking for $500 more than last 
year to try and keep up with inflation. 

This year we received a 1969 Army Jeep, 4x4, 1% ton truck from 
Army surplus, through Civil Defense. This truck is only two years 
older than the Ford truck we purchased in 1971. This truck has low 
milage and handles real well on the road. The reason we picked up this 
truck was that we were told that it would be the last truck available 
under the present government program. This would be our last chance 
to get a vehicle at no cost to the town. Present value of the truck is 
$4,000. At this time we are only asking the town to accept the truck. It 
is the feeling of the Department that we keep only three trucks on the 
road and maintain three trucks, keeping the fourth truck in reserve 
should the other 4x4 give us problems. 

Thank you for making ‘‘79’’ a fire safe year. Calls responded to 
are as follows: 

1 House fire-electric blanket-no water damage. 
1 Chimney fire 
1 Oil heater flare up 
2 Slash fires-no permits 
1 Out building 
Flooded cellars 
1 Well filled 

As more and more people are using wood for fuel, there is an 
increase in chimney fires, and fires caused by stoves being improperly 
installed. If you do burn wood, be sure your stove is installed properly 
and your chimney is safe for wood fires. Chimneys should be checked 
before the heating season for loose bricks, bad mortar, and to make 
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sure the chimney is clean. Also, it is good to have a smoke detector if 
you burn wood. | 

In the one house fire we had, damage was kept to a minimum 
because of a smoke detector which was tied into a 24 hour monitoring 
system, which notified the Department of the fire. If there hadn’t been 
a detector in the house, we may not have been able to save the house as 
the owner was away, and by the time anyone had seen the fire it would 
have been too late. 

The following list of Fire Department Officials and telephone 
numbers to call in case of an emergency are provided for your safety. 
Please write them down and keep them handy next to your telephone. 
The fire department had a total of 26 members this year. Everyone is 
welcome to join, please come to the meetings, the first Tuesday of 
each month. The department has also arranged mutual aid agreements 
with Bristol, South Bristol, Round Pond, Newcastle, Noblboro and 
Damriscotta. In time of emergency, we will help each other.

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Bremen Recreation Board Report 


The Recreation Board members contributed their efforts in 1979 
to sponsoring and participating in the Bremen Athletic Association. A 
committee of about 25 people including 5 members of the Recreation 
Board, 25 members of the Athletic Association and many members of 
the Fire Department and towns people held their second Lobster Stew 
Supper on Saturday, 4 August 1979. Under the leadership of Althea 
Genthner, Jeanne Zaccadelli, Mary Sue Weeks and Wendy Stelzer, it 
was a tremendous success. Much appreciation goes to the 25 local 
fisherman who donated all of the lobsters and most of the clams. 
Many other people donated money or food. All of the pies, pickles, 
punch and dairy products were provided by donaton. The net 
proceeds from about 225 ticket sales and donations were about 
$1,750.00. In addition to being a financial success, many compliments 
were received for the fine group of Bremen women who cooked and 
served the dinners. We were told the lobster stew, steamed clams, 
homemade pies and rolls and service were better than ever. Thanks to 
everyone who participated. 

During June, July and August work was done on the Bremen 
Community Athletic Field. Leonard Kelly was hired to excavate and 
grade the field and completed the job as agreed for $2,750.00. Several 
people helped to remove the playground equipment, to remove rocks 
and to sow grass seed. It was decided to leave the field dormant for a 
year in order to allow the grass a chance to grow. It was also decided 
to postpone installation of the soccer goals, baseball backstop and 
fertilizing and liming of the field until the spring of 1980. The field 
will remain an all-grass, multi-purpose, field for use of all sports 
including soccer, baseball, softball, football, etc. A total of $830.00 
remains in the Bremen Athletic Association bank accounts for this 
purpose. Almost $100.00 was donated by the Bremen Bicentennial 
Committee of 1976. 

Just recently it was learned that small grants are available 
through the State Bureau of Parks and Recreation to assist in 
Community Recreation Projects. An application for a matching grant 
of $900.00 has been submitted and the Town will be asked to approve 
the grant at the Annual Town meeting. If the money is approved and 
received, the athletic field will be completed this summer. The current 
plan for 1980 is to:

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Report of the Time & Tide Resource 


Conservation & Development Area 


Time & Tide is a people program. It is sponsored and directed by 
the local people. It is a base for people to come together to plan and - 
more important - develop and carry out projects focusing on natural 
resouces. 

The Program of Action has been supplemented and brought up 
to date. Supplement #4 gives an overview of the Time & Tide RC&D 
activities. Copies are available at the Time & Tide Office, Route #1, 
Waldoboro. 

Through the efforts of people working together the following 
measures were completed this year: Woolwich recreation facility, 
Wiscasset Middle School water control and recreation, Owls Head 
tennis court, South Thomaston tennis courts, Boothbay boat ramp, 
Camden parking lot, Bremen recreation area, Harpswell Cemetery 
erosion control. There are also many measures that are in progress, 
such as: Lincolnville recreation, Rockland recreation, Rockport 
tennis, Boothbay Harbor community field, Bath recreation, 
Waldoboro public landing, Thomaston recreaton and Warren tennis 
courts. 

Some of the activities of the committees included development by 
the Energy Resource Committee of a firewood consumers guide. They 
have also developed an energy conservation project for mobile homes. 
The Forest Resource Committee has been active, holding many 
workshops and adult education programs at different schools. The 
Information Committee continues to publish a monthly newsletter 
sent to 1100 persons in the Time & Tide Area. The Ocean Resource 
Committee worked on promoting inexpensive fish ladders as well as 
providing information for fishermen. The Recreation & Tourism 
Committee held well attended snowmobile coordination meetings. 
The Soils & Land Use Committee held workshops on wastewater 
disposal. The spinoff of the Agriculture Resource Committee is the 
Mid-Coast Agricultural Resource Center (MARC), which helped ‘to 
re-establish the Prison Farm in Warren.

We have examined the balance sheet of the various funds of the 
Town of Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1979 and the related 
statements of unappropriated surplus, departmental operations and 
receipts and expenditures for the year then ended. Our examination 
was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the cirucmstances. 


In our opinion, the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of 
Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1979 and the results of operations for 
the year then ended in confirmity with accounting practices generally 
followed by municipalities applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year. 

WILLIAM H. BREWER 
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COMMENTS 

The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash on 
hand was reconciled to the balance at December 31, 1979. Cash in 
banks was reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the 
bank. The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and depostis as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
examined on a selected basis. Excise tax collections were checked to 
pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a test basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. Surety bond 
coverage relating to the tax collector and tresurer was reviewed. 

The Trust Fund investments at December 31, 1979 were ac- 
counted for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from 
the savings institution or commercial bank. We examined data in 
support of investment transactions and determined that all principal 
and income applicable to investments and all expenditures had been 
included in each fund. 

Accounts receivable consists of $438.02 received in January 1980 
for the December State Revenue Sharing payment and $50.00 due 
from the treasurer. 

The Suspense Account shown on the balance sheet is the dif- 
ference between actual State Revenue received and the estimated 
amount used to reduce the 1979 tax commitment. This amount will be 
added to the 1980 estimated State Revenue Sharing and used to reduce 
the 1980 tax commitment. 

In reconciling the educational accounts of the Town of Bremen to 
the activity recoreded by the Superintendent of Schools, the following 
errs were found: 

(1) Receipts recorded by the Superintendent of Schools which the 
town had not received and receipts recorded that did not belong in the 
school account. 

(2) Checks voided by the Superintendent of Schools without 
them being returned to the treasurer. 

(3) Expenditures incurred by the town on the school checking 
account, not recorded by the Superintendent of Schools. 

(4) Appropriation made by the town for school renovation, not 
shown, while the expenditures were recorded. 
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The Superintendent of Schools office has been made aware of 
these errors. 

Town Road Improvement and State Aid Reconstruction accounts 
were verified with the Department of Transportation, State Highway 
Division. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts 
and deposits to the corresponding savings account as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were con- 
firmed with the State Department of Audit, Augusta, Maine and 
expenditures were compared with the appropriations made at the 
annual town meeting.

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The General Store at Medomak 


In a heavy snow-storm and gale on a November night in 1831, the schooner 
Isabella, captained by Abdon Keene of Hog Island, Bremen, bound for Boston with a 
cargo of fish and oil, was run down in Boston Bay by the schooner Medomac. Captain 
Keene and Samuel Brown, the owner, were both knocked overboard and drowned, 
leaving the captain’s son, a boy of fifteen, alone on board. The lad, unaided, managed 
to heave the vessel to, and soon the schooner Laurel came to her assistance and brought 
her into port. 

This tragedy left Abdon Keene’s wife, Eliza, with six minor children. As the years 
went by, two of them, Abdon Jr. and George Freeman, chose to follow the sea. George 
became a most successful sea captain and owned several ships when he died in 1870 at 
the age of fifty. He had married Lucy Tolman who bore him a number of sons. For 
some of them, who like their father and grandfather had gone to sea at an early age, the 
ships were an acceptable inheritance; but William, the eldest, wanted no part of 
shipping and sailing. Therefore, a carpenter, Thomas Osier, was hired to construct a 
store and a house, which became William’s share of the estate. The store was built on 
the west side of the road in Medomak across the way from the Tolman dwelling (where 
the Richard Keenes now live); the house was erected just to the south of William’s 
maternal grandparents’ home. The William Keene house (recently occupied by Mrs. 
Cleghorn) is now owned by the Harold N. Scotts. Sometime in the late 1800’s, the store 
was sold to Andrew Geele. 

In 1908 fire destroyed Samuel H. Weston’s store at his home in Greenland Cove. 
Although the loss was real enough, he had his heart set anyway on owning Andrew 
Geele’s place in Medomak. The clapboarded building had a dance hall upstairs and a 
row of eastern windows which overlooked the river and its bustling commerce. Here 
Willis Hilton, as a young man, played the fiddle for square dances as he did at Webber 
Hall on the Shore Road. One dance, called ‘‘The Lady of the Lake,’’ was a great 
favorite. Nut-brown men, come from hauling traps, young ladies in shirtwaists, 
overskirts, and Gibson Girl hairdos, skipped lightly about to the self-taught fiddler’s 
wild bowing. 

Samuel remembered all this and the door upstairs that opened on a railed balcony 
which not only shielded the entrance to the store from the rain, but also served as a 
place for perspiring dancers to stand in the cool breezes from the estuary. He saw the 
big room as an apartment where a man might raise a family. An offer was made to 
Geele for the building and business which he accepted. So Samuel Weston for fifteen 
years ‘‘waited on’’ customers who came for groceries or grain. 

Sometimes in the night neighbors would hammer on the door. They needed the 
only telephone in Medomak to call Dr. George Coombes, who came by buggy or sleigh - 
and at times on snowshoes - from Waldoboro. If the sick or injured person was on 
Bremen Long Island, the good doctor would row across or in winter push a dory before 
him over the salt-rotted ice. 

Weston joined with Geele in the shipping trade. Together they owned a small 
schooner of the coaster type, the Annie Geele, captained by Thomas Simmons of 
Friendship. She hauled merchandise from Portland to New Harbor, Round Pond, 
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Friendship, and Port Clyde, stopping at Medomak with goods for Weston’s store. And 
on the return trip to Portland her hold would be full of the canned clams and juice 
produced by the Burnham and Morrill factories in Friendship and Medomak. 

Llewellyn Osier took over the store from Weston in 1923, when Samuel moved on 
to greater opportunities in Waldoboro. Along with selling groceries and grain, Osier ran 
a livery stable in the big barn. It was a day of Gigs and Buckboards and the more ex- 
pensive buggies equipped with curtains for winter going and peek-shields made of 
isinglass. Later Osier had a public auto for hire, and he continued to conduct a business 
of several facets until shortly before his death in the 1960’s. 

The business and building then passed into the hands of H.R. Pyne and Donald 
Ryan, and during the last year or so of their ownership, it was known as Teele’s General 
Store and was managed and operated by Rufus and Barbara Teele. Around 1968 Ralph 
Genthner contracted to tear the building down. He found the timbers and other parts 
too far gone for reuse as lumber, and they were bulldozed into a pile and set afire. 

Barbara Teele recalls the years when she and her husband, then newly married, 
lived in the upstairs apartment: ‘‘The store was a meeting place for neighbors. It carried 
kerosene, gasoline and oil, hardware, some boots, oil cloth and yard goods, as well as 
all household cleaning and grocery needs, including molasses sold from a barrel.”’ 

The Medomak General Store, whose photograph is on the cover of this 1980 Town 
Report, brings back many special memories of times gone by.

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Selectmen’s Narrative Report 


The Board of Selectmen have again tried to accomplish their job 
in a fair and objective manner in all areas of responsibility during 
1980. This will provide you with a brief summary of 1980 ac- 
complishments, a resumé of the policies, procedures and goals of the 
Board of Selectmen and items to be considered in the future. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF GOOD RECORDS 


The Selectmen have spent many hours in preparing complete and 
accurate Town records. All Town required records and procedures 
have been reviewed and corrected or improved where necessary. This 
includes the Taxpayer’s List, Assessment Cards, Town Valuation 
Book, Tax Collector’s Commitment Book, Tax Exemptions, 
Selectmen’s Ledger, Pay Warrants, Tax Maps and Assessing 
Procedures. The Tax Collector, Treasurer, Town Clerk and Registrar 
of Voters have maintained accurate records of all Town functions and 
data. Anyone may review these records at any regular Selectmen 
meeting for data that is relevant to them. 


GOOD FINANCIAL PLANNING 


During this period of very high inflation and high costs, all Town 
officials and committees are trying to conserve money. The Selectmen 
have thoroughly analyzed all Town expenses and financial planning 
including all sources of revenue, all cash flow in and out of the Town 
accounts, accounting and bookkeeping procedures and the schedule 
and amount of borrowing required. Several thousand dollars of 
savings have been achieved in many areas the last two years by using 
sound financial planning methods. 


GENERAL ITEMS 
Many other Town functions have been analyzed and improved 


including changes in completing the road work, careful assessment of 
Town legal liabilities, safety and protection. Many complaints have 
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been received the last two years concerning dogs. Everyone is 
requested to comply with the State Leash Law and keep your animals 
under control on your own property. 


ASSESSING 


About 100 individual property cards and properties were assessed 
and updated. Exemptions were considered and the Town Tax maps 
were updated based on property changes and ownership changes 
between April 1, 1979 and March 31, 1980. Everyone is requested to 
notify the Assessors when they make any changes to their taxable 
property. This includes new dwellings, additions, home im- 
provements, piers, docks, garages, storage buildings, barns and 
destroyed or removed structures. Also, all changes within the 
Shoreland Zoning area (within 250 feet of salt or fresh water) must be 
by written approval of the Planning Board and in compliance with the 
Shoreland Zoning Ordinance. All Subdivisions per the Subdivision 
Ordinance require approval of the Planning Board, also. 

Everyone who has an approved Tree Growth application does not 
have to do it every year. Once it is approved, it remains intact until the 
applicant requests it be changed. Anyone who wants to add or remove 
property from the Tree Growth exemption must submit an application 
to the Assessors prior to April Ist of that year. Also, everyone who 
removes their property from the Tree Growth classification by 
changing its use will be assessed a tax penalty for the years under Tree 
Growth and based on the fair market value of the property and 
reduced taxes applied during those years. A tax penalty is currently © 
being determined for one taxpayer in this category. In some instances, 


_ this could amount to several thousand dollars. 


ROADS 


Hot-topping was completed on a section of Medomak Road and 
Turner Road. Cold-patching was done on all Town roads and culverts 
were installed or moved on Medomak Road, Nobleboro Road, Turner 
Road and Shore Road. The middle section of Shore Road was filled, 
graded and a culvert was installed. The lower section of Creek Road 
was graveled and graded. Ditching was done on Turner Road, Fogler 
Road, Heath Road and Nobleboro Road. Brush-cutting was done on 
Turner Road, Nobleboro Road and Fogler Road. It is planned to 
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complete the 1981 roadwork in much the same manner as 1979 and 
1980, doing planned sections of road each year. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 


The Selectmen have been active in _ participating with 
Damariscotta in converting to a landfill operation at the Damariscotta 
Dump. Alternative methods of refuse disposal are still being con- 
sidered and the recycling bins are being used. Everyone is encouraged 
to use them. The current landfill site will require an increased budget 
each year. This account was $7,000.00 in 1979, $10,000.00 in 1980 and 
is expected to be $11,000.00 in 1981. Please put your recyclable items 
in the proper receptacles at the dump. 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE 


The Selectmen adopted a set of written General Assistance 
Guidelines and a Work Requirement Ordinance for General 
Assistance recipients. This will require all people who are eligible for 
assistance to work on Town projects such as painting, road patching, 
brush-cutting, etc. in exchange for financial aid. 


In 1980, the Deputy Sheriff account was closed and the new 
voting booths have been purchased. Other items necessary for Town 
operation were purchased including a file cabinet, a bulletin board 
and lights for the ballot clerks. The property survey of the School and 
Donald Hall property has been completed and the proposed property 
exchange is included in the 1981 Town Meeting Warrant. 

Other new items that will require discussion at the 1981 Town 
Meeting are, by Article #: 

Art. #33: Town House Lease and Expenses. 

Art. #34: Purchase of fireproof files. 

Art..#35: School/Town and Donald Hall property exchange. 

Art. #36: Heath Road relocation requested by H&E, Inc. 

Art. #37: Hazardous Waste Disposal Ordinance 

Art. #38: Shoreland Zoning Ordinance State changes 

New funding items on the 1981 warrant are requests for Kno- 
Wal-Lin Community Health Services and the Waldoboro Ambulance 
Service. The 1980 census has been completed with Bremen recorded as 
having 597 year-round residents.

Additional items to be considered in the future are obtaining 
additional property for Town cemetery lots since the Rt. 32 cemetery 
is almost full, investment of the cemetery trust funds for higher in- 
terest yield, Town growth, and maintaining continuity of honest, 
responsible, qualified Town Officials. We should not allow that to 
happen by chance or accident. We should plan for it and make the 
positions reasonable for qualified people. 

The Town Report has been written to provide more explanation 
and information. Hopefully, it will provide everyone with a better 
understanding of Town functions and expenses. As agreed at the 1979 
Town Meeting, all Town expenses and all School and Education 
funding requests will be considered together at the same time at the 
1981 Town Meeting as was done in 1980. 


We have tried to do the best job possible this past year for the 
entire Town, and to make decisions in the best interest of the entire 
Town.

16 ANNUAL REPORT 


Selectmen’s Financial Report 


All of the Town financial records have been thoroughly reviewed 
and reconciled by the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector 
and the Town Auditor. The funds authorized by the Town in 1980 are 
identified by each Town approved article, source of funds, receipts, 
expenditures and, whether a surplus balance or overdraft occurred. 
This is provided for your information, review and understanding. 
Only some large significant expenses are identified to each payee such 
as Article #20, Miscellaneous Expenses. All pay vouchers and invoices 
are filed in the Selectmen/Treasurer warrant files, listed on the 
Treasurer’s Pay Warrants and recorded in the Selectmen’s Ledger for 
each item of expense for each account. These are available for review 
by anyone who desires to see them at any regular Selectmen’s Meeting. 
Some accounts that have balances carried forward from 1980 to 1981 
are shown in the Auditor’s Report and are not repeated here. The 
Auditor’s Report contains an accounting of all Town monies. 

During the last two years, substantial savings of Town money 
have been accomplished by the Selectmen by doing a review of all 
Town financial practices including: 

A. Amount and time schedule for borrowing tax anticipation 
loan money. 

B. Annual expenditure rate by month of all Town and School 
expenses (cash flow out). 

C. Annual funds receipt rate by month of all monies (cash 
flow in). 

D. Taxes due date and interest rates on overdue taxes. 

E. All Town insurance policies and premiums. 

F. Annual surplus carried forward to the new Town fiscal 
year. | 

G. Amount of money, schedule and sources of funding for all 
Town/State road work. 

H. Providing periodic financial statements to Town 
organizations. 

I. Method of awarding Town work and contracts. 

J. Outstanding taxes and tax lien collections. 

K. Availability and use of State and Federal funds. 


—— 
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L. Procedures for recording all Town monies, cash flow in, 
cash flow out, loans, interest, tax liens and debt collection. 

M. Assessing methods, exemptions and their application. 

Based on the review and analysis of these items many im- 
provements and changes have been made resulting in savings of 
several thousand dollars of Town tax dollars. The following changes 
have been made during 1979 and 1980: 

A. Tax anticipation loans have been reduced from $160,000.00 
in 1978, to $100,000.00 in 1979 and $80,000.00 in 1980. Several 
thousand dollars of interest money has been saved. By analysis of the 
cash flow in and out of the Town account, deferring some expenses till 
the end of the fiscal year, doing some work items later in the fiscal 
year, only borrowing as needed, achieving a higher surplus carried 
forward from year to year, changes in tax collection and keeping 
accurate financial records, the Selectmen have been able to achieve 
this. 

B. The tax due date was moved from Dec. 15, 1980, to Nov. 


15, 1980 and the interest rate on uncollected taxes was increased from 


12% to 18%. This has resulted in many old outstanding taxes for 
1975, 1976, 1977, 1978, and 1979 being paid. As of Dec. 31, 1980, 
$248,000.00 out of $260,000.00 of 1980 taxes were collected. With 
additional taxes paid after that date, 97% of 1980 taxes have been 
collected. This also results in being able to borrow less money, being 
able to operate in the new Town fiscal year on a bigger, prior year 
surplus, not having to borrow until later in the year and paying less 
interest on borrowed money. 

C. All insurance policies were reviewed, coverages checked, 
and errors in premiums charged by the insurance companies were 
corrected and premium refunds returned to Bremen. 

D. All road work has been analyzed and improved. The hot- 
topping contract is now awarded by the assistance of the MDOT, 
Rockland Office, by competitive bidding of several, large companies 
in order to get the lowest, qualified bidder. By splitting state-aid road 
units into construction and reconstruction units for Town and State 
Aid roads, we not only get state 100% matching money but a 40% 
bonus, also. 

E. Monthly financial statements have been provided to the 
Fire Department for all three accounts, showing expenditures, total 
authorized and available balance so that expences do not exceed the 
amount authorized. 
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F. The oldest, outstanding, taxes due and old tax liens have 
been discussed with the people involved and methods of payment or 
disputes discussed to resolve them. In 1979 (20) abatements and (12) 
supplemental taxes were issued and in 1980 (9) abatements and (0) 
supplemental taxes were issued. Only (1) taxpayer remains delinquent 
for several years back to 1977 and they have been contacted to make 
payment. 

G. All assessments and corrections are made according to the 
Town Assessment Book and accurate Assessment Cards are main- 
tained. Many corrections of prior year errors have been made 
resulting in increased tax income to the Town. 

All of these items have contributed to good financial records, 
responsible financial planning and savings of tax dollars. 

As of the end of Town Fiscal Year 1980, the Town is in as sounda 
financial condition as it has been in many years. This has been ac- 
complished through improved control and accounting of all Town and 
School funds and expenses during 1979 and 1980. The Selectmen and 
the School Committee have pursued a very prudent and conservative 
spending policy in 1980 and this has been verified by the Auditor’s 
Report. 

The 1981 proposed budget and source of funding for the various 
articles is based on a careful review of the expenditures for 1980 and 
known 1981 changes. Several accounts that had a large 1980 surplus 
have been reduced in 1981 and vice-versa. Most accounts have been 
adusted for an estimated 10% inflation rate increase for the 1981 
request based on the actual 1980 expense.

A veteran, veteran’s widow, or the widowed mother of a deceased 

veteran wishing to make application for exemption from taxation 
must file the prescribed form with the assessors on or before April 1. , 
1981 (Such notification once made need not be repeated in subsequent 
years.) 

1. Veteran must be a legal resident of Bremen; 

2. Must have been a legal resident of this state when entering 
military service: or 

3. Must have been a legal resident of this state for at least 10 
years (not necessarily consecutive) prior to making claim for exem- 
ption; 

4. Must have reached the age of 62 years; or 

5. Is receiving a pension or compensation from the United

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Assessors’ Report 


The 1979 State valuaticn was $17,850,000.00 for the Town of 
Bremen and the 1980 State valuation was $19,300,000.00. The 
proposed 1981 state valuation is $21,850,000.00. The total Town 
valuation in 1978 was $18,259,955.00 and the tax rate was $11.70 per 
$1,000.00 of assessed value. The total Town valuation in 1979 was 
$18,397,193.00 and the tax rate was $12.00 per $1,000.00 of assessed 
value. The total Town valuation in 1980 was $18,579,260.00 and the 
mil rate was $14.00 per $1,000.00 of assessed value. 

The Assessors have annually updated the Town valuation based 
on the total Town revaluation accomplished in 1976, and which took 
effect in 1977. Each assessment is made using the Town Book of 
Assessment Standards. Each year, the State-approved Tree Growth 
values are used for determining the current tree growth property 
assessed valuation. These change every 2 years. | 

In 1980 the Town Assessors hired a qualified, State authorized 
assessor to update the current taxpayers’ list and taxable property as 
required by State law. Also, the Town tax maps were revised by a 
qualified mapping company to reflect the changes. 

Approximately 150 Town properties were reviewed by the 
Assessors to update changes or to make necessary corrections. All of 
the individual, 747, yellow assessment cards were checked against the 
white assessment record cards for each parcel of taxable property in 
the Town of Bremen. The assessment records were also checked 
against the Town tax maps for agreement. 

Requests for exemptions and reduction in assessments due to the 
allowed exemptions for Tree Growth, Veterans, Agriculture and 
Blindness will be reviewed and approved or disapproved by the 
Assessors based on the information submitted to the Assessors prior 
to 1 April 1981. All applications submitted after this date will be 
considered in the next Town fiscal year.

As a result of the Veterans, Blindness, Agriculture and, most 
significantly, the Tree Growth exemptions, the ‘“‘lost revenue’’ to the 
Town of Bremen of $25,463.69 must be raised, actually, by increased 
taxes to the remaining taxpayers who do not get any exempton. If the 
exemptions were not allowable, the Town tax rate could have been 
reduced by 1.25 mils in 1980 and the mil rate would have been 12.75 
mils instead of 14.0 and each persons tax bill would have been 10% 
less.

It is my pleasure to report the activites of the Bremen Volunteer 
Fire Department for 1980. 

We had the chimney in the fire house rebuilt, and the fire house 
itself winterized to help cut down on heat loss, and to save money on 
oil.

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Recreation Board Report 


The Recreation Board members contributed their efforts in 1980 
to sponsoring and participating with the Bremen Athletic Association 
in continuing work on the Bremen Community Athletic Field. In 
February, 1980 the Bremen Recreation Board applied for a Maine 
Department of Conservation Municipal Recreation Fund matching 
grant of $900.00. This was approved for acceptance by the Town as 
Article #38 at the March 15, 1980 Town Meeting. On April 3, 1980 the 
grant was approved and the $900.00 grant was received on May 6, 
.1980 upon Selectmen approval and signature of the Municipal 
Recreation Fund Agreement for State Assistance. This was based on 
project completion by December 31, 1980. Due to late seeding and 
fertilizing of the field, installation of poles for baseball backstop and 
purchasing of all other materials, all of the planned work could not be 
completed in 1980. An extension for completion of the work to June 
1981 has been approved by the Department of Conservation. 
Everyone is asked for assistance to meet our obligations by that date 
and complete the field and facilities.

The ambulance service had a record year in 1980 answering 430 
calls. This represents a 30% increase over the previous year. Again 
this year, we went into the communities to conduct blood pressure 
clinics and first aid courses. 

Last Fall the attendants distributed first aid booklets to the 
people of the six town area. We were able to purchase 15 new pagers. 
These are radio receivers that the attendants carry to hear emergency 
calls. Also purchased were two 12 channel scanning radios, for the 
ambulances, which put us in contact with all the hospitals in our area 
and the sheriff’s department. 

In 1981, besides continuing our current training, we plan to begin 
advanced techniques involving MAST trousers, a method of raising 
blood pressure, and EOA, anew method of maintaining an airway.

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Civil Defense Report 


We attended several county-wide meetings on Maine Yankee 
during 1980. Bremen is outside the ten-mile limit so we are excluded 
from the warning system now in force. We are classified as being in 
the ‘‘Ingestion Zone,’’ which means food and water supplies could 
possibly be contaminated in the event of a nuclear accident. We are 
trying to get additional information from the Lincoln County Civil 
Emergency Preparedness office with respect to this. 

Eventually each town director will have a radio communications 
system with the C.E.P. office in Wiscasset to give us early warning in 
the event of any emergency in the area. Several towns already have 
this. 

Early in December Bremen was included in a medical emergency 
exercise put on by the Bangor based Army Reserve units. A medic- 
Corps helicopter landed in the field near the grade school and con- 
ducted classes with County ambulance personnel, Damariscotta and 
Waldoboro, for proper procedure in evacuating patients.

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Auditor’s Report

We have examined the balance sheet of the various funds of the 
Town of Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1980 and the related 
statements of unappropriated surplus, departmental operations and 
receipts and expenditures for the year then ended. Our examination 
was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


In our opinion, the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of 
Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1980 and the results of operations for 
the year then ended in conformity with accounting practices generally 
followed by municipalities applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year.

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COMMENTS 


The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash in 
banks was reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the 
bank. The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
examined on a selected basis. Excise tax collections were checked to 
pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a test basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. Surety bond 
coverage relating to the tax collector and treasurer was reviewed. 

The Trust Fund investments at December 31, 1980 were ac- 
counted for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from 
the savings institution or commercial bank. We examined data in 
support of investment transactions and determined that all principal 
and income applicable to investments and all expenditures had been 
included in each fund. 

Accounts receivable consists of $506.53 received in January 1981 
for the December State Revenue Sharing payment. 

The Suspense Account shown on the balance sheet is the dif- 
ference between actual State Revenue received and the estimated 
amount used to reduce the 1980 tax commitment. This amount will be 
added to the 1981 estimated State Revenue Sharing and used to reduce 
the 1981 tax commitment. 

In reconciling the educational accounts of the Town of Bremen to 
the activity recorded by the Superintendent of Schools, the following 
errors were found: 

1. Receipts received by the town were not recorded by the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

2. Expenditures were recorded by the Superintendent of Schools 
which were previously recorded or had not been paid. 

3. Checks were voided and rewritten for amounts other than the 
original check amounts. 

4. There were certain situations where checks were written for 
payroll deductions and did not clear the bank for periods ranging 
from three to five months. 

5. No listings were maintained of checks ,voided during the year. 

Town Road Improvement and State Aid Reconstruction accounts 
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were verified with the Department of Transportation, State Highway 
Division. | 

The Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts 
and deposits to the corresponding savings account as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were con- 
firmed with the State Department of Audit, Augusta, Maine and 
expenditures were compared with the appropriations made at the 
annual town meeting.

Where such 
clearing extends to the shoreline a cleared opening or openings not 
greater than 30 feet in width for every 100 feet of shoreline (measured 
along the normal high water mark) may be created in the strip ex- 
tending 50 feet inland from the normal high water mark and 
paralleling the shoreline. Where natural vegetation is removed it shall 
be replaced with other vegetation that is equally effective in retarding 
erosion and preserving natural beauty.

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Bremen Clam Factory 


Built in 1908 for the Portland based factory called Burnham and Morrill, the plant 
began operations with Granville Brow of Friendship in charge in the spring of that year. 

Long hours from 7a.m. to 5p.m. were not hampered by workers arrival on foot. 
While some boarded in neighborhood homes others walked and carried a tin paii with 
biscuits and often cold tea. Those who depended upon their feet for transportation had 
morning and evening chores at home because this job at the Clam factory helped 
supplement their small farm’s production of vegetables, chickens and eggs, beef and 
pork. There was always the task of preparing the wood supply even though at the 
factory the fuel used was that of soft coal brought in by boat by Capt. Robert Lash of 
Friendship. When Capt. Lash returned to Portland his cargo contained some clams 
canned at the Bremen Clam Factory. 

Before the factory purchased the modern sealing machine the cans were closed by 
use of solder. 

While clams had always been the major product at this plant there is some 
recollection of a shipment of shrimp canned there about 1925. 

The shucking of clams was done mainly by woman workers who perched upon 
stools they brought from home. One such stool once owned by Clara ‘‘Mort’’ 
Collamore of Bremen is still in good condition and has found a new home at a 
Nobleboro residence. 

The year 1922 saw men receiving pay at the rate of $12.00 to $18.00 a week while 
the women worked for $4.50 a week. If the men caught up with their own chores, from 
carrying clams to canning and firing the boiler they often helped their wives at the 
shucking and snipping tables. 

Bernard Brow inherited the factory from his father Granville Brow who had 
acquired it from Burnham & Morrill. Later Bernard sold it to Clifford Shuman who had 
worked there quite some time. Taking the factory over in 1952 Mr. Shuman sold it in 
1956 to Mr. Allen Brown when it became known by its current name, Lusty Lobster Inc. 

The Brown family has done a great deal of remodeling, expansion & reorganization 
to accomodate the needs of a thriving shellfish wholesale and retail business. 

The Portland Press Herald once ran this about the Clam Factory at Medomak in 
1931. 

Medomak Women Claim a Record 

Special dispatch to the Press Herald - Bremen - April 7 - ‘‘The humble Maine clam 
manages to get into print each year in connection with some feats of it’s own, or ac- 
tivities of those engaged in handling it for the market. For instance, a few years ago, 
there was a state-wide controversay over the extent to which clam should stretch its 
neck. Then a little later, the clam diggers began to point with pride to their records. 

Now we come to the shuckers in this spring of 1931 - and women ‘“‘shuckers ”’ at 
that. Of course everybody knows what it means to ‘‘Shuck a clam’’ - it just doesn’t have 
anything on when the process is over. 

Well, for some figures. The women employees in the Burnham and Morrill Clam 
Canning Plant at Medomak, of which Clifford H. Shuman is superintendent, allow that 
last monday they set a record for a days work. In eight hours, 28 women and girls 
*‘shucked’’ - or took from their shells - then decapitated exactly 232 bushels of the 
bivalves.’’

And there you are. 

The location of the plant which attracted Burnham and Morrill in 1908 has at- 
tracted artists and photographers alike for its scenic beauty alone but the impact of this 
business spot upon the town of Bremen, its people and those of surrounding towns is 
quite notable. As this business thrives or fails as does much of the economy of this area, 
its operations today are a lively reminder of the vital link between Bremen, its people 
and the sea.

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Selectmen’s Narrative Report 


The Board of Selectmen have again tried to accomplish their job 
in a fair and objective manner in all areas of responsibility during 
1981. This will provide you with a brief summary of 1981 ac- 
complishments, policies, procedures and goals of the Board of 
Selectmen and items to be considered in the future. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF GOOD RECORDS 


The Selectmen have spent many hours in preparing and main- 
taining complete and accurate Town records. All Town required 
records and procedures have been reviewed and corrected or improved 
where necessary. This includes the Taxpayer’s List, Assessment 
Cards, Town Valuation Book, Tax Collector’s Commitment Book, 
Tax Exemptions, Selectmen’s Ledger, Pay Warrants, Tax Maps and 
Assessing Procedures. The Tax Collector, Treasurer, Town Clerk and 
Registrar of Voters have maintained accurate records of all Town 
functions and data. Anyone may review these records at any regular 
Selectmen meeting for data that is relevant to them. | 


GOOD FINANCIAL PLANNING 


During this period of very high inflation and high costs, all Town 
officials and committees are trying to conserve money. The Selectmen 
have thoroughly analyzed all Town expenses and financial planning 
including all sources of revenue, all cash flow in and out of the Town 
accounts, accounting and bookkeeping procedures and the schedule 
and amount of borrowing required. Several thousand dollars of 
savings have been achieved in many areas the last three years by using 
sound financial planning methods. Additional improvements in 1981 
have increased earnings on Town general and special purpose funds 
while tax anticipation loan charges have been minimized. 
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ASSESSING 


About 100 individual property cards and properties were assessed 
and updated. Exemptions were considered and the Town Tax maps 
were updated based on property changes and ownership changes 
between April 1, 1980 and March 31, 1981. Everyone is requested to 
notify the Assessors when they make any changes to their taxable 
property. This includes new dwellings, additions, home im- 
provements, piers, docks, garages, storage buildings, barns and 
destroyed or removed structures. Also, all changes within the 
Shoreland Zoning area (within 250 feet of salt or fresh water) must be 
by written approval of the Planning Board and in compliance with the 
Shoreland Zoning Ordinance. All subdivisions per the Subdivision 
Ordinance require approval of the Planning Board, also. 

Everyone who has an approved Tree Growth application does not 
have to do it every year. Once it is approved, it remains intact until the 
applicant requests it be changed. Anyone who wants to add or remove 
property from the Tree Growth exemption must submit an application 
to the Assessors prior to April Ist of that year. Also, everyone who 
removes their property from the Tree Growth classification by 
changing its use will be assessed a tax penalty for the years under Tree 
Growth and based on the fair market value of the property and 
reduced taxes applied during those years. 

The Town Assessors have been directed by the State Bureau of 
Taxation to comply with State law and assess and tax watercraft and 
personal property for 1981 and in future years. Consequently, sup- 
plemental tax bills will be issued for 1981 and as a separate tax bill. 
Starting in 1982, separate tax bills will be issued to all owners of 
watercraft and personal property to comply with the law. The 1981 tax 
bills are due and payable on receipt; however, the 1982 bills will be due 
at the same time as the regular real estate tax bill which will continue 
to be a separate bill. Each property owner is requested to fill out and 
submit the Assessor’s Notice contained in the center of the Town 
Report by April 1, 1982. All changes to real estate and personal 
property should be identified. 


DOG LICENSES 


Everyone is requested to comply with the State Leash Law and 
keep their animals under control on their own property. Many 
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complaints have been received concerning loose dogs, especially at the 
Bremen Grade School. It appears that only 25% of the dog owners are 
licensing their animals. If violations continue, additional enforcement 
and fines will be applied. 


ROADS 


This past year we had $36,000 to devote to Town Roads. We 
spent approximately $34,500, leaving about $1,500.00 as a reserve for 
possible unexpected items that might occur. 

The Fogler Road was built up with a new gravel base for about 
2/10 of a mile; from just before the Almain Stetson place to just 
beyond that residence’s mailbox. Then, new pavement was laid for a 
total of 7/10 of a mile, from where the Fogler Rd. joins the Biscay Rd. 
to just beyond the Stetson Homestead. 

On the Creek Rd. in Medomak, approximately 1/10 of a mile was 
regraveled and repaved. 

The road leading into the school yard and the entire yard itself 
was repaved with a 2”’ thick mix. 

Several culverts were replaced and bush cutting was accomplished 
- mostly on the Turner, Duck Puddle and Fogler Roads respectively. 

The forthcoming year will see a complete change in road money 
availability. The State has done away with the old State Aid Road 
Program, the Town Road Improvement monies, and the $100 per mile 
snowplowing stipend. In lieu of that, they have turned back to the 
town’s financial responsibility all ‘‘local’’ roads. In Bremen’s case, 
they turned back the Keene Neck Rd., the Medomak Rd., the Town 
_ Landing Rd. and the Shore Rd., for a total of 4.2 miles. Fortunately, 

the Selectmen were able to get the State to take into their financial 
jurisdiction the so-called Turner Road, a distance of 3.04 miles, on the 
basis that it was what the State calls a ‘‘connecting road.”’

Net Loss 1.16 miles 


For this 1.16 miles, which we will have to support, the State will 
give us $7,000.00 per annum as a Block Grant in 1982. The above sum 
will be paid quarterly, but is not due to be received until Sept. 15, 1982 
and from that date on, payments every three months. The Selectmen 
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have requested, in writing, to the Commissioner that Bremen receive 
its first payment and also one in ‘‘advance’’ on July 15, 1982, so as to 
make better use of these monies in 1982. 

This new approach by the State will mean less money for- 
thcoming from the State each year.

We will lose some $7,785.00 in 1982 and from now on, that used 
to be provided by the State. We also have no guarantee that the Block 
Grant of $7,000.00 will continue in future years. 

Every five or six years, there will have to be complete repaving of 
certain sections of roads. The cost to repave,. in 1981, was ap- 
proximately $1,600.00 for every 1/10 of a mile, or $16,000 per mile. 

The future costs of maintaining the roads will continue to in- 
crease, the Town’s share of expenses for 1982 will greatly increase and 
careful planning and use of road money will be necessary to stay 
within our means. 


SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 


The Selectmen have been active in pursuing an alternate refuse 
site, recycling and other means of extending the life of the 
Damariscotta landfill site. It appears that the Damariscotta dump will 
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only be usable for 2-3 years more and alternatives have been in- 
vestigated. The cost of the dump has increased from $7,000.00 in 1979 
to $11,000.00 in 1981 and $12,000.00 in 1982. Everyone is urged to put 
their recyclable items in the proper bins at the dump to help reduce 
dump costs and extend the usage time as a landfill site. Alternate sites 
will not be as convenient, but we have no other options. An article is 
included in the 1982 Town Warrant to be discussed at Town Meeting. 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE 


The General Assistance Guidelines and Work Requirement 
Ordinance adopted have been useful and practical. All capable people 
who receive aid are required to work on Town projects such as 
painting, road patching, brush cutting, etc. in exchange for assistance. 


‘GENERAL ITEMS 


; The negotiations discussed under the 1981 Art. #37 concerning 
the property exchange between Donald Hall and the School Com- 
mittee have been terminated since no settlement could be reached. 
Art. #34 approved the purchase of two 4-drawer, fireproof file 
cabinets. Three smaller 2-drawer files were purchased for less money, 
with two being used by the Tax Collector, Treasurer and Town Clerk 
and one by the Selectmen. Relocation of Heath Road approved by 
Art. #36 is essentially terminated since the property affected has been 
sold by H & E, Inc. to DiGregorio during 1981. The new Town House 
lease approved by Art. #34 was prepared and signed and covers five 
years. The school bus sinking fund, Art. #10, has been established and 
$8,000 has been invested in certificates of deposit. 

Other new items that will require discussion at the 1982 Town 
Meeting are, by article number: 
Art. # Subject 
20 Hire Marine Surveyor/Assessor 
33 Coastal Economic Development Corp. Funding 
35 Fire Protection Mutual Aid Agreement 
36 Negotiations for Use of Newcastle Dump in Future 

Additional items to be considered in the future are obtaining 
additional property for Town cemetery lots since the Rt. 32 cemetery 
is almost full, Town growth, and maintaining continuity of honest, 
responsible, qualified Town Officials. We should not allow that to 
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happen by chance or accident. We should plan for it and make the 
positions reasonable for qualified people. 

The Town Report has been written to provide more explanation 
and information. Hopefully, it will provide everyone with a better 
understanding of Town functions and expenses. As agreed at the 1979 
Town Meeting, all Town expenses and all School and Education 
funding requests will be considered together at the same time at the 
1982 Town Meeting as was done in 1980 and 1981. 

We have tried to do the best job possible this past year for the 
entire Town, and to make decisions in the best interest of the entire 
Town.

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Selectmen’s Financial Report 


All of the Town financial records have been thoroughly reviewed 
and reconciled by the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector 
and the Town Auditor. The funds authorized by the Town in 1981 are 
identified by each Town approved article, source of funds, receipts, 
expenditures and, whether a surplus balance or overdraft occurred. 
This is provided for your information, review and understanding. All 
pay vouchers and invoices are filed in the Selectmen/Treasurer 
warrant files, listed on the Treasurer’s Pay Warrants and recorded in 
the Selectmen’s Ledger for each item of expense for each account. 
These are available for review by anyone who desires to see them at 
any regular Selectmen’s Meeting. Some accounts that have balances 
carried forward from 1981 to 1982 are shown in the Auditor’s Report 
and are not repeated here. The Auditor’s Report contains an ac- 
counting of all Town monies. | 

During the last three years, substantial savings of Town money 
have been accomplished by the Selectmen by doing a review of all 
Town financial practices including: 

A. Amount and time schedule for borrowing tax anticipation 
loan money. . | 

B. Annual expenditure rate by month of all Town and School 
expenses (cash flow out). 

C. Annual funds receipt rate by month of all monies (cash flow 
in). 

D. Taxes due date and interest rates on overdue taxes. 

E. All Town insurance policies and premiums. 

F. Annual surplus carried forward to the new Town fiscal year. 

G. Amount of money, schedule and sources of funding for all 
Town/State road work. 

H. Providing periodic financial statements to Town 
organizations. | 

I. Method of awarding Town work and contracts. 

J. Outstanding taxes and tax lien collections. 

K. Availability and use of State and Federal funds. 
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L. Procedures for recording all Town monies, cash flow in, cash 
flow out, loans, interest, tax liens and debt collection. 

M. Assessing methods, exemptions and their application. 

Based on the review and analysis of these items many im- 
provements and changes have been made resulting in savings of 
several thousand dollars of Town tax dollars. The following changes 
have been made during 1979, 1980 and 1981: 

A. Tax anticipation loans have been $160,000.00 in 1978, 
$100,000.00 in 1979, and $80,000.00 in 1980, and $90,000.00 in 1981. 
Several thousand dollars of interest money has been saved. By analysis 
of the cash flow in and out of the Town account, deferring some 
expenses till the end of the fiscal year, doing some work items later in 
the fiscal year, only borrowing as needed, achieving a higher surplus 
carried forward from year to year, changes in tax collection and 
keeping accurate financial records, the Selectmen have been able to 
achieve this. The Town has converted the checking account to an 
interest bearing account, the bus sinking fund money has been put in 
certificates and so have the cemetery trust funds at substantial increase 
in earnings. 

B. The tax due date was moved from Dec. 15, 1980, to Nov. 15, 
1980 and the interest rate on uncollected taxes was increased from 
12% to 18%. The Selectmen are recommending on the 1981 Warrant 
to move the tax due date from Nov. 15, 1981, to Oct. 15, 1981 to 
reduce loan interest. As of Dec. 31, 1980, $248,000.00 out of 
$260,000.00 of 1980 taxes were collected. As of Dec. 31, 1981, ap- 
proximately $265,000.00 out of $284,000.00 or 93% of taxes have 
been paid for 1981. This a 2-3% increase in unpaid taxes compared to 
1980. 

C. All insurance policies were reviewed, coverages checked, and 
errors in premiums charged by the insurance companies were 
corrected and premium refunds returned to Bremen. 

D. All road work has been analyzed and improved. The hot- 
topping contract is awarded by the assistance of the MDOT, Rockland 
Office, by competitive bidding of several, large companies in order to 
get the lowest, qualified bidder. The road work costs to the Town will 
significantly increase each year due the revised method and amount of 
State money provided starting in 1982. 

E. Financial statements have been provided to the Fire 
Department for all three accounts, showing expenditures, total 
authorized and available balance so that expenses do not exceed the 
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amount authorized. 

F. The oldest, outstanding, taxes due and old tax liens have been 
discussed with the people involved and methods of payment of 
disputes discussed to resolve them. 

G. All assessments and corrections are made according to the 
Town Assessment Book and accurate Assessment Cards are main- 
tained. Many corrections of prior year errors have been made 
resulting in increased tax income to the Town. 

All of these items have contributed to good financial records, 
responsible financial planning and savings of tax dollars. 

As of the end of Town Fiscal Year 1981, the Town is in sound 
financial condition. This has been accomplished through improved 
control and accounting of all Town and School funds and expenses 
during 1979, 1980, and 1981. The Selectmen and the School Com- 
mittee have pursued a very prudent and conservative spending policy 
in 1981 and this has been verified by the Auditor’s Report. 

The 1982 proposed budget and source of funding for the various 
articles is based on a careful review of the expenditures for 1979, 1980 
and 1981, and known 1982 changes. Several accounts that had a large 
1981 surplus have been reduced in 1982 and vice-versa. Most accounts 
have been adjusted for an estimated 10% inflation rate increase for 
the 1982 request based on the actual 1981 expense.

Assessing Standards 

Minimum assessing standards are now required under L.D. 1994. 

a. A maximum assessment ratio by 1978, 70% by 1979 and 
thereafter. 

b. A maximum rating of assessment quality of 30 by 1978, 20 by 
1979. 

c. Assessors will conduct annual sales ratio studies. 

d. Physical inspection and inventory of each real parcel and 
personal property will take place at least every four years.

Any resident owner who neglects to comply with this notice is 
hereby barred of his rights to make application to the Assessors or 
Lincoln County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
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he offers such list with this application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed. 

While the above Statute specifically mentions Resident Owners, it 
applies to Non-Resident Owners as well, and we respectfully call their 
attention to the matter and request their cooperation.

Also, everyone is reminded to fill out and submit their taxable 
property list to the assessors, especially the new section on Watercraft 
and Personal Property. Separate tax bills will be issued for Watercraft 
and Personal Property for 1982 and separate supplemental tax bills 
will be issued for 1981 as directed by the State Bureau of Taxation. 

Veterans’ Exemptions 

The veteran’s exemption of World War I is $6,000 and World 

War II is $4,000 for deduction from the Just Valuation. 
Veterans’ General Requirements of Exemptions 

A veteran, veteran’s widow, or the widowed mother of a deceased 
veteran wishing to make application for exemption from taxation 
must file the prescribed form with the assessors on or before April 1, 
1982. (Such notification once made need not be repeated in sub- 
sequent years.) 

1. Veteran must be a legal resident of Bremen; 

2. Must have reached the age of 62 years; or 

3. Is receiving a pension or compensation from the United States 
Government for total disability, either service or non-service con- 
nected, as a veteran; 

4. The widow of a qualified veteran must be unremarried. 

Blindness Exemption 

Persons determined by the State Department of Health and 
Welfare to be LEGALLY BLIND are also entitled to an exemption on 
residential real estate (Chapter 261, P.L. 1973, effective in 1974.) 

An exemption of $4,000.00 may be approved by the Assessors.

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Assessors’ Report 


The 1981 Town Valuation was $18,893,080 and the State 1981 
Valuation was $21,850,000. The 1980 Town Valuation was 
$18,579,260 and the State 1980 Valuation was $19,300,000. Each year 
the increased assessments resulting from new homes, out buildings, 
garages, sub-divisions, piers, docks, etc., only amount to ap- 
proximately $200,000 to $300,000. This is an increase in valuation of 
1.0 to 1.5% annually. The 1980 mil rate was $14.00/$1000 and the 
1981 mil rate was $15.00/$1000 of assessed value. The increased 
revenue of $4,000 to $5,000 per annum resulting from these mil rates 
and net increases in valuation has not been and will not be enough to 
offset the larger 10-15% increases in the Town Budgets or the School 
Budgets each year. The individual property tax is the only major 
source of revenue in Bremen and therefore it is directly affected in 
direct proportion to the increase in the Town Budget and the School 
Budget. The only way to constrain the tax and mil rate increase each 
year is by continuing our conservative spending policy and using 
sound financial planning. 

The Assessors have annually updated the Town valuation based on 
the total Town revaluation accomplished in 1976, and which took 
effect in 1977. Each assessment is made using the Town Book of 
Assessment Standards. Each year, the State-approved Tree Growth 
values are used for determining the current tree growth property 
assessed valuation. These change every 2 years. 

In 1981 the Town Assessors hired a qualified, State authorized 
assessor to update the current taxpayers’ list and taxable property as 
required by State law. Also, the Town tax maps were revised by a 
qualified mapping company to reflect the changes. 

Approximately 100 Town properties were reviewed by the 
Assessors to update changes or to make necessary corrections. All of 
the individual yellow assessment cards were checked against the white 
assessment record cards for each parcel of taxable property in the 
Town of Bremen. The assessment records were also checked against 
the Town tax maps for agreement. 
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Requests for exemptions and reduction in assessments due to the 
allowed exemptions for Tree Growth, Veterans, Agriculture and 
Blindness will be reviewed and approved or disapproved by the 
Assessors based on the information submitted to the Assessors prior 
to 1 April 1982. All applications submitted after this date will be 
considered in the next Town fiscal year. 

Value of Tax Exempt Properties including the Bremen Grade 
School, Bremen Library, Bremen Union Church, Muscongus 
Community Club, Bremen Public Landing and Dock, Bremen Town 
House and the Bremen Volunteer Fire Department is $176,690.00. 
The State acquired five islands assessed at $44,800.00 are also Tax 
Exempt Properties. 

The World War II exemption is $4,000.00 and the World War I 
exemption is $6,000.00 

The total value of exemptions for Blindness is $4,000.00. One 
person receives an exemption. 

The list of people who have exemptions for Tree Growth, 
. Blindness, Agriculture and Veteran’s and the amounts have not been 
printed in the 1981 Town Report since only minor changes have oc- 
curred. Anyone who would like to review the lists may do so at any 
regular Selectmen’s Meeting. , 

As a result of the Tax Exempt properties and the Tax Exemptions 
given for Veterans, Blindness, Agriculture and, most significantly, the 
Tree Growth exemption, approximately $26,000 to $27,000 of ‘‘lost 
revenue’’ must be actually raised by increased taxes and mil rate on 
the remaining taxpayers who do not get any exemption. If the. 
exemptions were not allowed, the Town tax rate would be about 1.5 
_mils less in 1981 or 13.5 instead of 15.0 and each person’s tax bill 
would have been about 10% less.

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Principal’s Report 


I would like to begin my first Principal’s Report by expressing my 
appreciation to the Bremen School Committee for selecting me to be 
the Principal of the Bremen Grade School and to the many people in 
town who have supported the school and me over the last 62 years. 

This year Volunteers in the school and organizations in town have 
been instrumental in offering the students a wide variety of cultural 
stimuli. Children from Bremen have gone to the Bryant Pond Con- 
servation Camp, have participated in an art program, have been 
enriched with a music program, have been exposed to theatrical 
presentations, have been given field trip experiences that cannot be 
duplicated in a classroom, have been stimulated to write by means of a 
literary contest, have been coached by competent volunteers in sports 
areas, have been driven to games and trips by enthusiastic parents, 
have participated in poster contests, have been provided the equip- 
ment for a Physical Education Program, have had donations of 
references and pleasure books, have had hours of donated time to 
build bookshelves, paint and improve the physical plant and grounds, 
have been provided excellent educational and pleasurable movies, and 
have benefited from countless hours of educational instruction. I 
would like to offer a special thanks to Charlie for his countless hours 
of help and his good example. I am sure that I have left someone’s or 
some group’s efforts out of my list; I apologize. The help has been 
overwhelming. I would like to give my sincere thanks to my staff, 
volunteers, and supporters for their concern and dedication to the 
betterment of the children of Bremen. They are wonderful children 
who deserve as much as we can afford to give in time and money. 

The children have many opportunities to learn the basics of 
education in an atmosphere that is interesting and that stresses the 
importance of each individual in the school community. The 
dedicated staff is constantly looking for ways to better prepare the 
students for their life away from the Bremen Grade School. All areas 
of curriculum and class management are under review continuously. 
There is a team effort from all involved in confronting the problems 
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of operation of the school to make our school the best that it can 
possibly be. We have very capable staff and students in the school that 
compare favorably with schools anywhere. 

After working with the Bremen School Committee on a more 
personal level than before I can understand the delicate balance that 
they have to maintain between the important needs of the children and 
the tax burden on the property owners in Bremen. Through energy 
conservation measures, fuel oil costs have been reduced by almost 
1/3! Electric costs are down. An atmosphere for accountability for 
programs and purchases has reduced unnecessary expenditures. More 
realistic estimates of future spending in various accounts has been 
stimulated. It is frustrating to see the budget increase even under the 
intense scrutiny. The Board has high standards for teacher per- 
formance and is in frequent communication with both problems and 
praise. They are to be commended for their time and effort in meeting 
and planning present and future school needs. 

I have learned a lot this year about the operation of our school. I 
am excited about the prospects of working under a new Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Each new person brough into a school community 
adds a new drive toward improvement with a slightly different per- 
spective and philosophy. The more input there is into establishing 
curriculum and school stmosphere, the better the end product, our 
children. 

I will end with a request. Please, get involved. Contact me or a

Two Speech 
Therapist, School Nurse and their insurance, travel and supplies are a 
part of this Supervisory Union Budget. That total budget increased 
9% over last year - salaries accounted for most of the increase; rent 
and inflated cost of central office expense comprised the remainder. 
Bremen’s commitment to this budget has risen from 10.2% in 1981-82 
to 10.66% in 1982-83. The only other cost reflected in this account is 
School Board Salaries $100.00, Audit $250.00, and Board incurred 
expenses $200.00.

(3) (4) (5) A decrease in these accounts was a 
deliberate reduction by staff to somewhat offset monies expended for 
an art and a music program.

Much time and though has gone into the preparation of this 
budget in order to pace down the total recommended expenditures to 
an increase that the school board and budget committee felt the town 
could live with. Inflation and increased costs of education make 
preparing a school budget without increases impossible and still 
preserve programs necessary to students. The necessary placement of 
more pupils in the special education program within the Bremen 
Grade School has resulted in a substantial increase in the instructional 
account. The screening of pupils is a careful one and a process which 
should prevent future problems and additional, even greater expense 
to the town. Separating a large grade 3 has also required added 
personnel, as has a part time music and an art program. Tuition 
monies continue to account for a large proportion of the Bremen 
school budget - an expense we have little control over. Transportation, 
operation of physical plant, and instructional supplies have been cut 
to a minimum to help offset increases in these areas.

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Planning Board Report 


The Bremen Planning Board met twelve times during 1981, and 
also held one advertised public hearing, on an application for sub- 
division approval. The Board meets in the Town Office on the third 
Monday of each month at 7:30 p.m. All meetings are open to the 
public. 

Twelve permits were granted to construct or improve buildings 
within various Shoreland Zone areas of the Town. A permit was also 
granted to Horace and Elizabeth Ransom to create the subdivision of 
larger house lots on a portion of the old Spear estate on Heath Road. 

In addition, permits were granted to stockpile gravel for cottage 
or woodlot road-building, and permits to dig a trench under the 
Biscay Road for laying a pipe to secure water from McCurda Pond. 

The nine elected Board members are: available to help answer 
questions on the principal area of its jurisdiction -- the 250-foot zone 
bordering all streams, wetlands, ponds, and coastal shoreline within 
the Town. The Board believes that by thoughtful care of these unique 
terrains where land and water meet, Bremen can preserve both the fine 
quality of its waters and the beauty of its land. To do so will enhance 
the quality of life in Bremen and will maintain the Town’s property 
values.

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Volunteer Fire Department Report 


Your fire department responded to the following calls during 
1981: (3) chimney, (1) debris, (1) car, (1) house, (1) car/tree accident. 

For those who are using wood as a source of heat it is important 
to stress the need to have chimneys cleaned on a regular basis (for 
example, in the fall before cold weather arrives and again during the 
mid-winter). Following this procedure will greatly reduce the chances 
of a chimney fire occuring at your home. When installing a wood 
burning stove allow plenty of room between the stove and the wall. 
Information is available from the fire department. Most fires occur 
between the petition where the stovepipe enters the chimney so it is 
important to your family’s safety to have it installed properly. If you 
have any doubts about the safety of your stove feel free to call on me 
or any active member of the department. 

Department members feel it is important to promote the use of 
battery operated smoke detectors. Until now we have left it up to each 
individual home owner but recent deaths in the surrounding towns of 
people that we all knew has brought home to us once more the all 
important first few minutes warning that a properly installed detector 
can give. Orders are being taken for detectors supplied by the Sun- 
beam Corp. They are priced at $10.00 and come with a battery. You 
can order one from any department member or call 529-5685 or 529- 
5485 to have one reserved for you. 

The Bremen Fire Department has had several requests for the Tot 
Finder stickers that are placed on childrens’ bedroom windows, 
enabling firemen to locate them during a nighttime fire. These are on 
order now as well as stickers for the handicapped people. We are in 
the process of obtaining new phone stickers which will have the phone 
numbers of the fire department, sheriff’s department and the am- 
bulance services. 

A county wide mutual aid program is in the process of being 
drawn up and will include almost every town in Lincoln County. We 
will benefit from this program if we are faced with a structure fire or 
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any other large fire involving more men and equipment than our own 
department can furnish. There will be an article in the town’s warrant 
for the approval of the voters. 

During the past year we have worked with the school children to 
help make them aware of fire safety. This included a poster contest, a 
program on fire prevention by department members and Maine 
Forestry Ranger, Ronald Wright, assisted by Smokey the Bear. We 
feel the school children will benefit by frequent talks and demon- 
stration to make them aware of fire safety and prevention. They are 
already well skilled in the correct methods of escape from the 
classrooms from unscheduled fire drills held there this past year. 

A new law recently went into effect concerning home incinerators 
which makes it necessary to have a burning permit at all times. New 
special permits good for one year on incinerators meeting the safety 
standards will be available about. April. Until then, handwritten 
permits can be obtained by contacting me or Forestry Agent Ron 
Wright. 

A wood raffle was sponsored by the department again this year. 
The winner was Laura Poland of Biscay Road. Proceeds of the raffle 
help support the prizes for the Fire Prevention Week poster contest 
and the visit by Santa for the town’s youngsters, as well as buying new 
equipment. 

We are in need of a light weight chain saw to vent roofs in a 
structure fire. It would be quicker and easier and cause much less 
damage to the structure involved. An ice fishing auger with a gas 
engine is also needed to cut holes in the ice in winter so we can pump 
water into the trucks. If anyone has one of these items that we could 
repair and you would like to donate, it would save the town money 
and would be greatly appreciated.

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Recreation Board Report 


All of the members of the Recreation Board have contributed 
their efforts in 1981 to working on the Bremen Community Athletic 
Field and coaching and supporting the Bremen athletic teams. Since 
1978, many people and organizations have contributed their time and 
funds to construct the athletic field. The following is a summary of 
work completed in 1981 and planned for final completion in 1982: 

Work completed in 1981 was: 

1. Limed and seeded field. 

2. Completed baseball backstop, including construction of the 2 
x 6 structural frame on the (6) telephone poles and installation of (3) 
rows of 6 foot wide chain link fence. 

3. Finished grading east end of field. 

4. Excavated and graded drainage swale and put in 2 foot wide, 3 
foot deep and 150 foot drain filled with crushed rock to divert 
drainage water from athletic field. 

5. Constructed (2) player benches, one on each side of the 
baseball backstop. 

6. Built (2) 25 foot safety fences of 2 x 6 and chain link fence and 
installed one on each side of the baseball backstop in front of the 
player benches. 

7. Built and painted scoreboard and accessories 

Work planned for final completion in 1982 is: 

1. Install (2) additional player benches. 

2. Install scoreboard 

3. Construct storage shed 

4. Dedication of field 

5. Reseed field as required.

‘The field was first used for sports for Bremen soccer from 
September to November 1980. In May 1981, the first Bremen Grade 
School baseball games were played on the baseball field. 

In May and June 1981, Ronnie and Ruth Poland and Mark and 
Marie Leighton organized, managed, coached and refereed the first 
official Bremen Little League Team and the junior farm team. The 
players and coaches deserve credit for their participation and good 
sportsmanship. 

During the fall and winter, Blair Pyne and Larry Sidelinger 
coached the Bremen Grade School soccer team to their best fall soccer 
season ever. Larry Sidelinger is currently coaching the Bremen Grade 
School basketball team to their best season. Congratulations to each 
of the coaches and players for their hard work and success. 

The continued support of the community would be appreciated in 
1982 to complete the athletic field and to support the Bremen athletic 
teams.

A review was made of the Civil Defense Plan dated November 2, 
1977 and approved by the Selectmen at that time. The need to develop 
an organization for Civil Emergency Preparedness as called for under 
that plan was recognized. 

The selectmen are the principal authority and the Director of 
Civil Emergency Preparedness reports to them. Under the plan there is 
to be a Deputy-Engineering, Deputy-Protective Service, Deputy- 
Medical, Deputy-Welfare-, Deputy-Supply, and Deputy- 
Communications. 

In attempting to bring the plan up to date and be consistent with 
the resourses available it is felt that the Fire Department has within it 
most of the necessary abilities. One member is trained as an 
Emergency Medical Technician and manpower of the department is 
such to help with needed protective services, welfare, and supplies. A 
communications plan is being worked out using the Fire Station as 
headquarters, although, depending on the emergency, com- 
munications would have to be set up where required. 

We attended a radiation lecture in Augusta and were briefed on 
methods of preventing further radiation contamination and testing for 
radiation. 

In September, a Maine Yankee exercise was conducted. There 
was a test emergency evacuation from the Wiscasset-Boothbay area, 
and some evacuees were taken to the Medomak Valley High School 
where a test reception center was set up. Communications were 
arranged on the County CEP frequency, and radiation search was 
conducted on the people evacuated. This test provided us with an 
opportunity to practice using the radiation detecting apparatus 
provided by the Count CEP director. 

While it seems doubtful that we can do much in the event of a 
Maine Yankee accident, we feel that this work is a least a positive step. 
Other, and perhaps more likely emergencies might be more readily 
handled by our own resources. With the emergency generator now 
available to the Fire Department and the other equipment and trained 
personnel, we hope to be able to take care of most of them. 
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It seems desirable to make an inventory of emergency gear that 
might be owned privately in Bremen and be available in case of need. 
We also need to inventory any special skills of residents in town. It is 
thought that a questionnaire to this effect might be sent with the next 
mailing by the town.

We have examined the balance sheet of the various funds of the 
Town of Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1981, and the related 
statements of unappropriated surplus, departmental operations, and 
receipts and expenditures for the year then ended. Our examination 
. was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds of the Town of 
Bremen, Maine at December 31, 1981 and the results of operations for 
the year then ended in conformity with accounting practices generally 
followed by municipalities, applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year.

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COMMENTS 


The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash in 
banks was reconciled with the statements and confirmations from the 
bank. The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
examined on a selected basis. Excise tax collections were checked to 
pertinent records. Confirmation requests were sent on a test basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded taxes receivable. Surety bond 
coverage relating to the tax collector and treasurer was reviewed. 

The Trust Fund investments at December 31, 1981 were ac- 
counted for by inspection of the time deposits and confirmations from 
the savings institution or commercial bank. We examined data in 
support of investment transactions and determined that all principal 
and income applicable to investments and all expenditures had been 
included in each fund. 

Accounts Receivable consists of $576.31 received in January 1982 
for the December State Revenue Sharing payment. 

The Suspense Account shown on the balance sheet is the dif- 
ference between actual State Revenue Sharing and Inventory Tax 
Reimbursements received and the estimated amount used to reduce 
the 1981 tax commitment. This amount will be added to the 1982 
estimated State Revenue Sharing and used to reduce the 1982 tax 
commitment. 

The Educational Accounts of the Town of Bremen were 
reconciled to the activity recorded on the Superintendent of Schools 
records. 

Town Road Improvement and State Aid Reconstruction 
Accounts were verified with the Department of Transportation, State 
Highway Division. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing Fund was reviewed as to receipts 
and deposits to the correesponding savings account as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Entitlement payments were con- 
firmed with the State Department of Audit, Augusta, Maine and 
expenditures were compared with the appropriations made at the 
annual town meeting.
